To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  and 

Hospital  Committee. 

Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1905. 
The  return  of  Inhabited  Houses  in  this  District,  as  supplied  to 
me  by  Mr.  J.  J.  Burnley,  the  Accountant,  is  as  follows  : —

This  gives  an  increase  of  325  inhabited  houses  for  the  year,  making 
a  total  of  11,909.  At  the  Census  of  1901,  the  average  number  of 
persons  per  house  was  4.97.  11,909,  multiplied  by  4.97,  gives  the 

population  at  the  end  of  the  year  as  59,187.  At  the  end  of  1904, 
the  population,  estimated  in  the  same  way,  was  57,572.  Now  it 
will  be  presently  seen  that  the  Natural  Increase  of  population  for 
1905,  i.e.,  the  number  of  Births  over  Deaths,  was  885.  Taking  this

into  account,  together  with  the  increase  from  immigration  into  the 
District,  I  estimate  the  population  at  the  middle  of  1905,  i.e .,  the  mean 
population — at  58,500,  so  that  instead  of  adding  on  1,000  per  annum, 
as  I  have  lately  done,  I  add  1,500,  as  I  estimated  the  population  up 
to  the  middle  of  1904  at  57,000.  This  takes  no  account  of  the 
Floating  Population,  viz.,  those  on  board  vessels,  flats,  &c.,  in  our 
portion  of  the  Docks  and  River.  The  Registrar-General  estimates 
our  population,  at  the  middle  of  1905,  as  62,480,  but  he  simply  adds 
about  2,000  per  annum,  as  that  was  the  rate  of  increase  between  1891 
and  1901— the  census  years,  and  I  feel  sure  we  are  not  growing  at 
this  rapid  rate  since  1901. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  largest  increase  of  new  houses  has 
taken  place  in  Discard — the  great  development  of  the  Stoneby  Estate 
largely  accounting  for  this. 


The  Deaths  in  1905  registered  in  our  District  amounted  to  748, 
as  compared  with  882  in  1904.  This,  however,  gives  a  false  impression, 
because  of  these  Deaths,  25  were  those  of  visitors  to  the  District, 
while  on  the  other  hand,  49  persons  belonging  to  the  District  died  in 
institutions  in  other  places,  viz.,  33  in  Tranmere  Workhouse,  2  in 
Birkenhead  Hospitals,  and  12  in  Liverpool  Hospitals,  and  2  in  an 
Institution  near  Liverpool.

Those  772  Deaths  give  a  Recorded  Death-Rate  of  13.19  per  1,000 
per  annum — the  lowest  Death-Rate  on  record  in  this  District.  In 
1 902  it  was  13 . 69,  but  in  that  year  the  deaths  of  visitors  were  deducted, 
whilst  the  deaths  of  residents  in  institutions  outside  the  District  were 
not  added  on,  since  no  return  of  these  was  made  to  me  till  the  last 
three  years.  On  the  basis  of  748  Deaths,  our  Death-Rate  for  the  past 
vear  would  be  as  low  as  12 .78.

_The  Registrar- General  has  introduced  a  still  further  correction 
to  give  as  far  as  possible,  a  uniformity  for  age  and  sex  in  the  population 
of  the  76  Great  Towns,  among  which  Wallasey  now  ranks.  This  was 
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got  at  the  Census  of  1901  by  ascertaining  the  age  and  sex  of  the 
population  in  these  76  Towns,  and  a  factor  has  been  ascertained  for 
each  Town.  For  Wallasey  it  is  1.0950.  Our  Death-Rate,  13.19, 
multiplied  by  the  factor  1.0950,  gives  a  Rate  of  14.44,  be., 
the  Rate  corrected  for  variation  of  age  and  sex  distribution.] 

The  Registrar- General  credits  us  with  a  considerably  lower  Death- 
Rate,  because  he  places  our  population  at  62,480,  on  the  estimate 
that  we  are  increasing  at  the  same  ratio  as  we  did  between  1891  and 
1901 — which  I  am  satisfied  is  a  mistake  ;  but  this  is  his  basis  for  all 
Towns  alike,  as  he  does  not  go  into  any  local  details  or  seek  local 
estimates. 

Of  the  748  recorded  Deaths,  371  were  males  and  377  females. 


I  have  this  year  made  an  estimate  of  the  Density  of  Population 
in  our  District,  and  give  it  below  as  at  the  end  of  1905.

Seacombe  itself  is  very  well  covered  with  houses,  but  Poulton  still 
includes  a  large  area  uncovered,  and  lienee  the  density  in  Poulton-cum- 
Seacombe  is  less  than  in  Liscard.  Wallasey,  of  course,  includes  a 
large  area  of  agricultural  land,  both  between  Seaview  Road  and 
Wallasey  Church,  and  also  along  Leasowe  Road  and  the  sea,  and  hence 
the  small  proportion  to  the  acre. 

The  Death-Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  15.2;  for  Rural 
England  and  Wales,  14.9  ;  for  the  76  Great  Towns,  15.7  ;  and  for 
141  smaller  towns,  14.4. 
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Births. 


Our  Death-Rate  is  therefore  2.1  below  the  English  Rate  and  2.6 
below  that  of  the  76  Great  Towns,  and  1.8  less  than  the  Rural  Rate. 

Our  Average  Rate  for  the  last  ten  years  (1895  to  1904)  is  15.63 
(same  as  1904),  so  that  this  year’s  rate  is  2.44  below  the  average  for 
the  last  decade. 


The  Births  numbered  1,657,  as  against  1,678  for  the  previous 
year,  giving  respective  Rates  of  28.32  and  29.43. 

This  shows  a  decrease  of  21  Births  for  the  past  year. 

Of  the  Births,  889  were  Males  and  768  Females. 

The  natural  increase  in  the  Population — i.e.,  the  excess  of 
Births  over  Deaths,  was  thus  885,  as  against  796  in  1904. 

The  Birth-Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  27.2;  for  Rural 
England  and  Wales,  26.3  ;  for  the  76  Great  Towns,  28.2  ;  and  for 
141  smaller  Towns,  26.9  ;  so  that  our  Rate  is  1.1  above  the  English 
Rate,  and  0.1  above  that  of  the  76  Great  Towns.

The  number  of  Deaths  for  the  Townships,  as  given  above,  does 
not  correspond  with  that  given  in  the  large  printed  sheet,  because 
fatal  cases  in  hospitals,  both  in  and  outside  the  District,  are  here 
referred  to  the  Townships  from  which  they  came.  (See  also  Table  IV. 
of  Local  Government  Board  at  end  of  Report  ) 


It  will  be  seen  from  Table  IV.  that  Liscard  comes  out  with  the 
lowest  Death-Rate,  while  Seacombe  has  the  highest  Death-Rate,  as  is 
to  be  expected  in  the  poorest  District.

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Full  information  is  given  in  the  large  sheet  at  the  end  of  Report 
as  to  the  Deaths  of  Males  and  Females,  the  different  ages  at  Death, 
the  Townships  in  which  the  Deaths  took  place,  as  well  as  the  Deaths 
in  Public  Institutions  (Hospitals,  &c.),  and  amongst  Non-residents  ; 
likewise  as  to  the  number  of  Deaths  in  each  month  and  each  quarter  ; 
with  a  detailed  classification  of  the  different  causes  of  Death.  Table 
III.  of  Local  Government  Board  gives  Statistics,  apart  from  Mortality 
Returns,  and  is  modelled  now  to  suit  the  information  derived  from  the 
Infectious  Diseases  Notification  Act,  so  as  to  give  the  notified  cases 
of  each  Disease  in  the  different  Townships,  and  the  number  removed 
to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  (See  Various  Tables  at  end  of  Report.)

Thus  for  the  whole  of  1905  there  was  an  increase  of  Temperature 
amounting  to  1.5  degrees. 
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It  will  be  noticed  that  from  the  end  of  June  to  the  end  of 
November  the  average  Temperature  was  continuously  lower  than  in 
1 904. 

Details  as  to  the  diminished  Rainfall  are  clearly  put  forth  above, 
the  whole  decrease  for  the  year  amounting  to  1.170  inches. 

During  the  four  hot  months,  the  Deaths  were,  for  Diarrhoea  and

Thus  there  were  102  fewer  Deaths  of  Infants  under  one  year  in 
1905  than  in  1904,  and  the  rate  per  1,000  Births  is  lower  by  59.0. 

The  Infant  Mortality  for  England  and  Wales  per  1,000  Births  was 
128,  and  140  for  the  76  Great  Towns,  compared  with  our  98.97,  so 
that  our  rate  is  29.03  lower  than  the  English  Bate,  and  41.03  less 
than  that  for  the  76  Great  Towns.

Deaths  in  Institutions. 

33  persons  belonging  to  the  Wallasey  District  died  in  Tranmere 
Workhouse,  2  in  Birkenhead  Hospitals,  and  12  in  Liverpool  Institu¬ 
tions  ;  also  2  in  Hospital  elsewhere,  making  49  in  all,  while  out  of 
our  748  Deaths,  25  were  Visitors.  This  gives,  as  before  mentioned, 
772  Deaths,  instead  of  748  recorded,  as  actually  occurring  in  the 
District. 

Out  of  the  total  number  of  Deaths,  181  were  over  65  years,  and 
of  these  15  were  over  85  years. 


11  out  of  the  772  Deaths  were  not  certified  either  bv  a  registered 
Medical  Practitioner  or  by  a  Coroner,  which  gives  a  percentage  of  1.4 
of  uncertified  Deaths,  as  compared  with  1.6  for  England  and  Wales. 

67  Inquests  were  held  during  the  year,  as  against  57  in  1904. 
equal  to  a  percentage  of  8*6  Deaths  certified  by  a  Coroner,  compared 
with  6.8  for  England  and  Wales.

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There  were  15  Drowning  cases  in  1905,  five  of  these  being  non¬ 
residents. 


To  different  forms  of  violence  (including  the  Drowning  cases), 
50  Deaths  were  referred,  being  in  the  proportion  of  0.85  per  1,000  of 
the  population,  compared  with  an  English  Rate  of  0.57.  Our  sea, 
river,  and  docks  frontage  largely  adds  to  our  Drowning  cases,  and  so 
increases  our  rate  from  Violent  Deaths. 


Analysis  of 
Deaths  (see 
Sheet  at  end 
of  Report.) 


I  now  give  an  analysis  of  the  large  sheet,  which  supplies  a  complete 
statement  of  particulars  of  all  the  Deaths  during  the  year.  The 
subjoined  tabular  synopsis  gives  a  useful  survey  of  the  different 
classes  of  diseases,  with  the  mortality  of  each,  both  in  absolute 
numbers  and  in  rates  per  1,000  per  annum.  It  also  gives  the  mortality 
of  the  leading  forms  under  each  class,  with  the  exception  of  Zymotics, 
which  are  given  in  fuller  detail  in  the  succeeding  Table.

Our  average  Zymotic  rate  for  the  last  10  years  (1895  to  1904), 
was  1.86,  so  that  for  the  past  year  the  rate  is  0.77  lower  than  the 
average  for  the  last  ten  years.  The  Zymotic  Rate  in  England  and 
AT  ales  was  1.52  per  1,000,  as  compared  with  our  1.09,  so  that  ours  is 
0.43  lower  than  the  English  Rate.  The  Rate,  deducting  the  Zymotic 
Rate,  is  12.12  per  1,000. 


For  the  76  Great  Towns  the  Zymotic  Rate  was  1.88  per  1,000  in 
1905,  so  that  ours  is  less  by  0.79.

In  treating  of  Zymotic  Diseases  in  detail,  it  is  gratifying  to  record 
that  the  Deaths  were  so  much  fewer  than  in  1904,  viz.,  64  in  1905 
compared  with  163  in  1904.  In  the  past  year  the  Deaths  from  Measles 
and  Whooping  Cough  numbered  only  three,  whereas  in  1904  they 
numbered  74  ;  while  in  1905  Diarrhoea  caused  only  37  Deaths  as 
against  62  in  1904.  These  three  Zymotic  Diseases  are,  as  a  rule, 
the  principal  ones  which  make  a  high  or  a  low  Zymotic  Death-Rate 
with  us. 

No  case  of  Small- Pox  was  notified  during  the  past  year,  and  the 
total  absence  of  this  Zymotic  Disease  lightens  the  work  of  the  whole 
Sanitary  Department  to  a  very  great  extent. 

The  English  Rate  of  Mortality  was  Nil  according  to  the  Registrar- 
General’s  Report,  but  113  deaths  were  caused  by  Small-Pox  in  England 
and  Wales  in  1905. 

The  following  Table  will  show  the  number  of  cases  of  Small-Pox 
occurring  in  our  District  from  1885  to  1905.

Only  one  fatal  case  of  Measles  was  recorded  during  the  past  year 
as  against  32  in  1904.  This  gives  a  mortality  of  0*01  compared  with 
an  English  Mortality  of  0.32,  and  0.39  for  the  76  Great  Towns.  No 
schools  were  closed  on  account  of  Measles  during  the  year,  whereas  in 
1904,  eight  schools  were  closed  on  account  of  Measles  and  Whooping 
Cough  combined. 
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Whooping  Cough  caused  only  two  deaths  in  1905  as  against  42  Whoopi n 
in  1904.  The  mortality  is  therefore  only  0.03  per  1,000  compared  ^ oll&^‘ 
with  an  English  Rate  of  0.25  and  0.29  for  the  76  Great  Towns. 


Scarlatina  (Scarlet  Fever)  caused  six  deaths  in  1905,  giving  a  Scarlet  Fever 
mortality  of  0.10  per  1,000  compared  with  an  English  Rate  of  0.11, 
and  0.13  for  the  76  Great  Towns.  Though  the  number  of  fatal  cases 
is  small,  this  disease  prevailed  extensively  during  the  year 
(See  Table  XIII.  for  prevalence  and  notifications  in  different  months, 
and  Table  XI.  for  Localities  of  Fatal  Cases). 


In  all  348  cases  were  notified,  as  against  270  in  1904,  and  440  in 
1903.  The  mortality  per  cent,  of  notified  cases  is  1.7,  compared 
with  2.9  in  1904  and  4.1  in  1903,  so  that  it  is  cjuite  clear  the  cases 
were  on  the  whole  mild.  228  cases  were  treated  in  Mill  Lane  Hospital 
and  North  Meade  (including  one  case  admitted  from  Birkenhead), 
compared  with  170  in  1904  and  309  in  1903.  Three  out  of  the  six 
fatal  cases  died  in  Mill  Lane  Hospital.  A  few  cases  were  of  an  ex- 
extremely  virulent  type,  and  some  had  severe  and  prolonged  discharges 
from  the  nose  and  ears,  necessitating  a  long  period  of  detention  in 
Hospital. 


In  several  instances  the  attack  was  so  mild  that  it  was  over¬ 
looked  by  the  parents,  and  the  disease  was  discovered  only  when 
others  of  the  same  household  were  infected.  In  several  instances 
such  undetected  cases  had  been  attending  public  elementary  schools, 
even  when  peeling  was  going  on.  A  Circular  describing  such  dangers 
was  sent  to  all  the  schools,  warning  teachers  of  the  danger  of  such 
overlooked  cases,  and  detailing  the  symptoms  to  be  looked  for.  There 
is  no  doubt  that  of  late  years  Scarlatina  spreads  very  largely  through 
school  attendance,  and  the  milder  form  the  disease  has  taken  on  of 
late  years  makes  it  more  prevalent  because  the  child  is  often  not  so 
ill  as  to  necessitate  the  parents  or  guardians  calling  in  medical  aid. 
Some  cases  are  so  slight,  and  the  rash  is  so  little  marked,  that  medical 
men  are  in  doubt  as  to  its  being  really  of  an  infectious  nature.  In 
such  cases,  the  only  safe  course  is  to  isolate  the  child  for  some  time 
to  determine  the  true  nature  of  the  disease.  Peeling,  even  in  a  slight

form,  can  generally  be  detected  after  a  time  in  some  part  of  the  body, 
if  it  is  Scarlatina. 

The  disease  prevailed  very  extensively  both  in  Liverpool  and 
Birkenhead  in  1905.

Diphtheria  caused  7  deaths  and  Membranous  Croup  3  during 
the  past  year,  giving  a  mortality  of  0-17  per  1,000  compared  with  an 
English  Bate  of  0.16  and  0.16  for  the  76  Great  Towns.  65  cases 
were  notified  of  these  two  diseases,  and  in  addition  we  took  one  from 
the  Wirral  Children’s  Hospital,  as  the  Birkenhead  Infectious  Hospital 
was  full.  These  66  notified  cases  give  a  mortality  of  15.1  per  cent., 
as  against  21.8  in  1901. 
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46  cases  were  admitted  into  Mill  Lane  Hospital,  with  only  3  Deaths, 
the  free  use  of  Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  at  the  Hospital  no  doubt  helping 
to  save  many  cases.  In  2  cases,  Tracheotomy  was  performed  at 
the  Hospital. 

The  term  Diarrhoea  in  accordance  with  directions  from  the  Local  Diarrhoea. 
Government  Board  and  the  Registrar-General,  now  includes  all  cases  of 
Diarrhoea  (whether  styled  Zymotic  or  Epidemic  Diarrhoea,  or  simply 
Diarrhoea),  Zymotic  Enteritis  and  Dysentery.  The  Registrar-General 
now  states  this  clearly  in  a  Special  Fly-Leaf  printed  in  Red  Ink  in 
all  his  books  of  Death-Certificates,  and  in  addition,  I  have  sent  out 
special  circulars  to  all  medical  men,  setting  forth  the  same  thing. 

The  object  of  this  is  to  prevent  Deaths  from  Zymotic  Diarrhoea  being 
registered  as  Enteritis,  but  it  is  to  be  feared  that  the  directions  are 
not  quite  rigidly  adhered  to  as  yet,  though  there  is  a  marked  diminution 
in  the  number  of  Deaths  attributed  to  Enteritis.  Thus,  in  1905  only 
10  were  ascribed  to  Enteritis  ;  of  these  5  were  under  one  year  of  age. 

Of  course  it  is  not  meant  that  Enteritis  should  be  excluded  as  a  cause 
of  death,  but  that  it  should  be  confined  to  cases  not  looked  on  as 
Zymotic  or  Epidemic  Diarrhoea. 

Diarrhoea,  then,  caused  37  Deaths  in  1905,  as  compared  with  62 
in  1904,  giving  respective  mortality  rates  per  1,000  of  0.63  (for  1905) 
and  1.08  (for  1904). 

The  Diarrhoea  mortality  per  1,000  Births  is  22.3. 

The  English  Rate  for  Diarrhoea  was  0.59,  and  0.83  for  the  76  ?ooo  aT 

Great  Towns.  In  1904  our  rate  was  1.08.  Population 

and  of  Births 

32  of  the  37  deaths  occurred  in  July,  August,  and  September 
(See  Large  Sheet  of  Deaths  at  end  of  Report,  also  Table  XL),  and  of 
the  total  Deaths  29  were  under  one  year  of  age,  while  4  were  between 
one  and  two  years  of  age.  It  will  be  at  once  seen  that  the  Deaths 
from  Diarrhoea  were  much  fewer  than  in  the  previous  year.  An 
examination  of  the  Meteorological  Tables  on  pages  10  and  II  shows 
that  during  July,  August,  September,  October,  and  November,  the 
temperature  was  consistently  lower  than  in  the  corresponding  months 


of  1904,  while  in  July  there  was  very  abundant  rain  (3.170  inches), 
also  in  August  (3.221  inches),  with  a  fair  amount  in  September  and 
October.  The  two  great  predisposing  causes  of  this  Zymotic  Diarrhoea 
are  heat  and  drought,  and  we  are  mostly  indebted  for  our  low  Diarrhoea 
Mortality  in  1905  to  the  lower  temperature  and  abundant  rains  in 
the  months  of  July,  August,  and  September.  If  July  turns  out  to  be 
a  very  hot  and  dry  month,  Diarrhoea  among  infants  generally  starts 
and  seems  to  go  on  then  even  if  the  conditions  are  not  so  favourable, 
but  I  think  the  abundant  rainfall  in  July  and  August  helped  most 
materially  to  save  us  from  a  severe  epidemic.

This  Table  is  given  because  for  many  years  Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis 
prevailed  so  extensively  in  the  Wheatland  Lane  and  Oakdale  Districts. 
Last  year  only  seven  Deaths  from  Diarrhoea  occurred  in  these  two 
Districts,  and  none  from  Enteritis,  only  one  of  these  deaths  being  in 
Oakdale,  while  three  were  in  two  new  streets  on  the  site  of  the  old 
Guano  Works,  though  I  have  included  them  in  the  Wheatland  Lane 
District. 

Miss  Birrell,  the  Female  Sanitary  Inspector,  has  again  done  good 
work  in  this  special  department. 

Although  her  Report  deals  with  various  other  matters,  it  is 
convenient  to  introduce  it  here,  as  so  much  of  her  work  has  to  do 
with  the  care  and  feeding  of  infants.  It  contains  many  interesting 
details,  and  should  be  carefully  read.  The  printed  directions  as  to 
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the  feeding  of  infants  are  clear  and  short,  and  are  distributed  freely 
as  soon  as  the  onset  of  hot  weather  makes  it  likely  that  Diarrhoea 
may  speedily  prevail,  although  Miss  Birrell  does  not  confine  her  in¬ 
structions  to  that  special  period  of  the  year. 

“  I  beg  to  report  that  the  greater  portion  of  the  work  of  the 
“  Female  Inspector  has  consisted  as  in  preceding  years,  of  house- 
“  hold  visitation  amongst  the  poorer  working  classes.  Each 
“  street  is  visited  every  three  or  four  months,  when  possible,  and 
“  each  family  is  seen  in  their  own  house  or  room. 

“  On  the  whole  such  visits  seem  to  be  increasingly  appreciated 
“  and  advice  is  frequently  asked  on  many  subjects,  such  as  sick 
“  nursing,  cookery,  needlework,  etc. 

“  By  such  means  the  confidence  of  the  mothers  is  won,  and 
“it  is  found  that  other  advice,  regarding  personal  and  household 
“  cleanliness,  the  value  of  fresh  air,  and  simple  directions  for 
“  infant  feeding,  is  more  readily  followed. 

“  Special  attention  is  given  to  those  families  in  which  habits 
“  of  intemperance  and  indolence  are  found ;  improvement  in 
“  such  cases  depends  on  constant  supervision,  and  unfortunately 
“  this  work  is  hampered  by  frequent  removals  on  the  part  of  these 
“  families.  Whenever  possible,  they  are  followed  up  and  re- 
“  visited.  A  distinct  improvement  in  the  cleanliness  of  the 
“  bedrooms,  and  especially  of  the  bedding,  has  been  observed 
“  throughout  the  District,  so  much  so,  that  this  year  no  bedding 
“  has  been  found  in  such  a  condition  as  to  warrant  destruction. 

“  The  health  and  general  well-being  of  the  children  is  always 
“  enquired  into  during  the  ordinary  household  visitations  ;  fewer 
“  children  have  been  found  in  a  dirty  or  neglected  condition, 
“  although  there  is  still  reason  for  suspicion  that  many  are  washed 
“  and  cleaned  immediately  prior  to  the  Inspector’s  visit. 

“  Any  cases  of  persistent  neglect  are  reported  to  the  Society 
“  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children,  but  such  cases  are 
“  fortunately  rare.

“  Much  carelessness  is  still  apparent  regarding  infant  feeding. 
“  Even  where  the  infant  is  fed  naturally,  it  is  still  often  found 
“  that  farinaceous  foods  are  given  in  addition,  and  in  cases 
“  where  the  child  is  entirely  artificially  fed,  various  patent  foods 
“  form  a  large  part  of  the  dietary  of  even  very  young  children. 
“  Verbal  instructions  are  always  given  in  such  cases,  but  unfor- 
“  tunately  there  exists  no  means  of  enforcing  such  instructions. 
“  Where  the  advice  has  been  acted  on  improvement  in  every 
“  case  has  been  the  result. 

“  A  memorandum  of  simple  instructions  dealing  with  this 
“  matter,  and  also  pointing  out  the  importance  of  personal  and 
“  household  cleanliness  in  warding  off  disease,  was  distributed 
“  amongst  the  poorer  classes  at  the  commencement  of  the  summer 
“  with  good  results. 

“  During  the  months  when  Infantile  Diarrhoea  is  so  prevalent 
“  the  use  of  sterilised  humanised  milk  is  recommended,  and  the 
“  mode  of  preparation  shown  to  any  who  are  desirous  of  adopting 
“  this  method  of  feeding.  In  every  case  where  it  was  used 
“  encouraging  results  were  obtained.  As  in  preceding  years, 
“  many  filthy  long  tubes  were  found  in  infants’  feeding  bottles  ; 
“  this  means  of  feeding  is  still  popular  with  the  more  careless 
“  class  of  mothers,  although  many  have  been  induced  to  adopt 
“  the  boat-shaped  bottle.  Where  sick  persons  are  discovered 
“  who  are  not  receiving  medical  aid,  their  friends  are  advised  to 
“  seek  such  treatment.  In  three  cases  where  suitable  attention 
“  could  not  be  obtained  at  their  homes,  the  patients  were  influenced 
“  to  apply  for  admission  to  hospital.  Two  cases  were  transferred 
“  to  the  Workhouse  Authorities  ;  one  that  of  a  mentally  defective 
“  woman  who  was  living  under  very  filthy  conditions,  and  the 
“  other  that  of  a  paralysed  old  woman  in  somewhat  similar 
“  condition. 

“  Structural,  sanitary,  and  other  defects  discovered  in  the 
“  course  of  household  visitation  are  referred  to  the  Departments 
“  dealing  with  such  matters. 
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“  During  the  summer  and  autumn  enquiry  visits  were  paid 
“  to  houses  at  which  fatal  cases  of  Infantile  Diarrhoea  had  occurred, 
“  and  in  every  instance  the  method  of  feeding  was  found  to  be 
“  incorrect  in  some  particular.  The  following  summary  shows 
“  the  age  and  method  of  feeding  at  time  of  death.”

Typhoid  Fever  caused  8  Deaths,  as  against  7  in  1904  (See  Tables  Typhoid 

Fg\  or. 

A.  and  B.).  This  gives  a  mortality  of  0 . 13  per  1,000,  compared  with  an 
English  Fever  Rate  of  0.09,  and  0.08  in  the  76  Great  Towns.  These 
two  rates  are  for  Continued  Fever  which  includes  Typhus  and  Simple 
Continued  Fever,  but  practically  it  is  a  Typhoid  Rate.  Our  Rate  is 
thus  0.05  above  that  of  the  Great  Towns.  The  number  of  fatal  cases 
was  somewhat  disappointing,  though  61  cases  were  notified,  as  against 
39  in  1904  (with  7  deaths).  This  gives  a  mortality  of  13.1  per  cent, 
of  notified  cases,  as  against  17.9  in  1904.  The  number  of  notified 
cases  of  this  fever  had  steadily  diminished  for  the  previous  three  years 
as  will  be  seen  by  the  subjoined  Table  A,  and  I  am  unable  to  assign  any 
reason  for  the  increase  this  year.  Up  to  the  end  of  July,  the  notifica¬ 
tions  had  been  few  in  number  (See  Table  XIII.  page  20),  numbering 
only  15,  and  it  looked  as  if  we  should  have  no  trouble  with  this 
disease,  which  some  years  since,  was  so  prevalent  in  our  District, 
but  Table  XIII.  shows  how  it  increased  in  the  next  four  months.

Of  the  13  cases  in  Wheatland  Lane  District,  4  occurred  in  one 
house  and  2  in  another. 


In  several  cases,  the  patients  had  eaten  either  oysters  or  cockles, 
which  were  suspected  to  he  the  cause  of  the  disease,  and  several  came 
into  the  District  already  ill  from  Typhoid. 

In  examining  the  reports  as  to  the  sanitary  conditions  of  the 
houses  where  Typhoid  occurred,  it  is  noteworthy  that  there  are  few 
houses  now  with  the  serious  defects  that  used  to  be  so  often  found  in 
past  years  (and  the  same  holds  good  for  other  cases  of  notified  Zymotic 
Disease).  In  one  house  in  Wheatland  Lane,  a  drain  was  blocked,  and 
this  defect  was  speedily  made  good. 

The  following  Table  shows  in  a  striking  form  the  deaths  from 
Typhoid  for  the  last  17  years,  with  corresponding  rates  per  1,000 
of  Population.

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48  cases  were  admitted  to  Mill  Lane  Hospital,  with  8  Deaths  ; 
in  1904,  24  cases  were  admitted  ;  in  1903,  31  cases  ;  in  1902,  46  ;  and 
in  1901,  154  cases.  These  figures  show  to  what  an  extent  this  disease 
is  diminishing  in  our  District,  and  is,  I  consider,  a  most  satisfactory 
and  gratifying  proof  that  the  efforts  to  cope  with  Typhoid  have  been 
successful  in  great  measure. 

Tables  XII.  and  XIII.  give  further  information  as  to  the  localities 
and  dates  of  notified  cases. 

From  the  account  of  Zymotic  Diseases  given,  it  will  be  seen  that 
1905  was  a  very  favourable  year  for  us.  In  Diphtheria  and  Typhoid 
alone  is  our  rate  very  slightly  above  that  of  the  Great  Towns,  while 
in  all  the  others  we  are  below  the  rate  for  these  Towns. 

Influenza  caused  8  deaths  in  1905,  as  against  5  in  1904  ;  4  occurred  Influenza, 
in  January,  1  in  February,  2  in  April,  and  1  in  June. 


I  add  now  an  account  of  the  work  done  by  the  Works  Department 
in  connection  with  sewers,  furnished  to  me  by  Mr.  Travers,  and  also 
an  account  of  the  work  done  in  connection  with  house  drains  by  the 
Public  Health  Department.  In  all  cases  of  Typhoid,  where  the 
examination  leaves  the  condition  of  the  drains  in  doubt,  we  uncover 
such  drains,  and  if  they  are  found  defective,  we  get  the  whole  re-laid 
properly. 


Principal  Sewer  Repairs  and  Reconstructions, 
&c.,  carried  out  during  1905. 

“  Leasowe  Road  Sewer. — The  first  section  of  the  scheme 
“  for  the  sewering  of  the  low  lying  portion  of  Wallasey  on  the 
“  hydro-pneumatic  system  as  sanctioned  by  the  Local  Govern- 
“  ment  Board  in  October,  1903,  has  now  been  completed  and  is 
“  working  remarkably  well.  The  drains  from  several  houses 
“  have  been  connected  up  to  the  sewer,  and  it  is  expected  that 
“  the  majority  of  the  remaining  properties  will  be  connected  up 
“  during  the  year  1906.

44  The  tedious  work  of  repairing  and  re-inverting  the  main 
44  brick  sewer  along  King  Street  and  Brighton  Street  has  been 
44  proceeding  during  the  year,  a  length  of  about  430  yards  between 
44  Rice  Lane  and  Littledale  Road  being  completed. 

“  Under  a  special  agreement  with  the  Wirral  Railway  Com- 
44  pany,  a  12-inch  diameter  surface  water  drain  has  been  laid 
44  along  Green  Lane,  Wallasey,  from  the  water  course  in  the 
44  railway  cutting  as  far  as  Stanley  Avenue.  This  is  in  anticipation 
“  of  the  time  when  the  separate  system  as  applied  to  this  low 
lying  part  of  the  district  is  extended. 

44  A  new  sewer  with  manholes  complete  lias  been  laid  along 
44  the  intended  new  street  off  Poulton  Road,  adjacent  to  the  site 
44  reserved  for  new  Council  Schools. 

44  The  washing  and  disinfecting  of  the  whole  of  the  manholes 
41  in  the  district  has  again  been  attended  with  the  best  of  results, 
44  because  during  the  past  year  only  9  complaints  of  smells,  etc., 
44  were  received,  and  of  these  7  were  found  to  have  been  caused 
44  by  gullies  which  had  become  temporarily  un trapped. 

44  A  number  of  new  manholes  and  flushing  chambers  have 
44  been  built,  and  ventilating  shafts  erected  (including  8  street 
44  columns),  and  a  large  number  of  additional  street  gullies  have 
"4  been  fixed  in  various  parts  of  the  district.

It  will  be  seen  from  the  Tables  above  that  more  cases  were  admitted 


into  Hospital  than  in  any  previous  year,  with  the  single  exception  of 
1903,  when  397  were  admitted.  Previous  to  that  year  we  were  so 
over-crowded  that  we  used  North  Meade  House  as  an  Auxiliary 
Hospital,  and  our  experience  then  and  in  1903  and  1901  led  the 
Committee  to  recommend  the  construction  of  an  extra  Pavilion 
at  Mill  Lane.  This  was  commenced  in  1904,  and  was  formally  opened  on 
June  30th,  1905,  by  Hr.  Oldershaw,  when  a  large  number  of  ladies 
and  gentlemen  attended,  as  it  was  deemed  a  suitable  opportunity  for 
the  ratepayers  to  see  the  accommodation  provided  for  Infectious 
Cases. 
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At  that  time,  the  number  of  cases  in  Hospital  was  small,  and 
there  was  no  immediate  demand  for  this  new  Pavilion,  (No.  IV.) 
but  by  August  the  cases  of  Scarlatina  began  to  increase  rapidly 
(See  Table  XIII.  under  Scarlatina  Notifications — page  20),  and  on 
August  29th,  we  began  to  use  the  new  Wards.  The  number  of  cases 
was  so  great  that  on  November  21st,  we  drafted  a  number  of 
Convalescent  Scarlet  Fever  children  down  to  North  Meade  House, 
so  as  to  give  them  plenty  of  fresh  air  and  space,  and  avoid  mixing 
fresh  acute  cases  with  convalescents— which  is  always  undesirable. 

The  new  Pavilion  (No.  IV.)  contains  20  beds— 10  for  males  and  10 
for  females,  with  a  day-room  at  each  end  for  such  patients  as  are  able 
to  be  up,  in  which  they  can  play  or  sit  when  not  out  of  doors,  and 
also  have  their  meals,  so  as  not  to  disturb  the  patients  confined  to 
bed.  It  was  designed  by  Mr.  W.  H.  Travers,  the  Surveyor,  and  is 
most  admirably  equipped  in  all  respects.

in  all,  66— but  as  many  of  the  patients  are  children,  we  can  easily 
increase  the  accommodation  to  80  beds— including  cots. 

We  have  also  the  Leasowe  Road  Hospital  for  Small-pox  (with 
9  beds),  which  was  fortunately  not  occupied  during  1905. 

Particulars  as  to  the  cases  treated  in  Mill  Lane  Hospital  and 
North  Meade  will  be  found  in  the  Table  given  above. 

Retu  rn 
Scarlatina 
Cases. 


During  the  year  1905,  one  return  case  of  Scarlatina  was  admitted 
to  Mill  Lane.  The  first  patient — an  adult — went  out  quite  well — free 
from  peeling  and  free  from  any  discharge  from  nose  or  ears,  but  in  a 
week’s  time,  one  of  his  children  contracted  the  fever.  In  addition  to 
this  case,  two  families  were  infected  by  the  return  in  each  case  of  a 
member  of  the  family  from  Hospital,  and  in  each  of  these  two  cases, 
the  infection  seems  to  have  been  caused  by  a  nasal  discharge. 
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To  prevent  such  return  cases,  every  possible  precaution  is  taken 
before  the  discharge  of  a  patient  from  Hospital,  both  as  to  complete 
disinfection  of  the  patient,  and  all  clothing,  but  so  subtle  is  the  infective 
power  of  this  Disease,  that  even  after  a  prolonged  stay  in  Hospital, 
now  and  then  return  cases  will  occur,  when  it  may  be  quite  impossible 
to  find  out  what  has  caused  it.  As  an  additional  precaution,  the 
following  slip  is  given  to  all  parents  or  guardians  when  a  patient  is 
discharged  : —

NOTICE. 

Every  possible  precaution  is  taken  to  ensure  that  each  patient 
is  free  from  infection  before  being  discharged  from  Hospital.  In 
the  case  of  SCARLET  FEVER ,  however ,  it  is  impossible  to  be 
absolutely  certain  that  this  is  the  case,  as  the  infection  is  considered 
to  remain ,  in  some  cases,  in  the  nose  and  air  passages,  and  is  best 
got  rid  of  by  change  of  air  away  from  the  Hospital. 

It  is  strongly  recommended  that  patients  after  being  discharged 
should  keep  apart  from  other  children  as  far  as  possible  for  at  least 
a  week.  During  this  time,  children  who  have  been  at  Hospital 
should  not  be  allowed  to  sleep  with  other  children,  or  to  kiss  them. 
They  should  spend  as  much  time  as  possible  in  the  open  air,  if 
the  weather  is  not  cold. 

Convalescent  Scarlet  Fever  Patients  SHOULD  NOT 
ATTEND  SCHOOL  for  at  least  a  fortnight  after  leaving  the 
Hospital. 

Should  there  be  any  return  of  running  or  discharge  from  the 
nose  or  ears,  especially  the  former,  in  a  person  recently  discharged 
from  Hospital,  the  patient  should  be  isolated  and  a  Doctor  called  in.

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During  1905,  two  of  the  nurses  contracted  Typhoid  Fever  ;  one 
had  an  extremely  severe  attack,  but  fortunately  recovered,  while  the 
other  had  a  very  mild  attack.  The  nurses  who  go  into  the  Typhoid 
Wards  for  the  first  time  are  carefully  instructed  in  all  details  of  their 
own  personal  safety,  but  in  spite  of  every  facility  being  afforded  them 
against  catching  infection,  they  do  not  always  escape.  The  same 
nurse  who  had  the  very  severe  attack  of  Typhoid,  had  also  Diphtheria 
in  an  aggravated  form  in  the  early  part  of  the  year. 

The  matron,  Miss  Malcolm,  with  three  Sisters  and  an  efficient  staff 
of  Nurses,  carried  on  successfully  the  arduous  work  of  nursing  the 
large  number  of  patients  admitted  during  the  year.  Nurse  Hardy, 
who  had  been  in  charge  of  Leasowe  Road  Hospital,  was  sent  down 
to  North  Meade  House  to  act  as  charge  nurse  there.

smoothly  and  well,  and  m  consequence,  the  old  and  frequent  complaints 
about  full  ashpits  have  practically  ceased. 

It  is  very  desirable  that  householders  should  understand  they  can 
now  do  away  with  ashpits  altogether  by  substituting  covered  dustbins, 
which  are  emptied  once  a  week  by  the  night-soil  staff,  and  I  cannot 
too  strongly  urge  the  adoption  of  this  plan  in  place  of  the  old  style. 

This  method  does  away  with  the  old  and  bad  method  of  wheeling 
out  the  contents  of  ashpits  (often  foul  and  decomposing)  to  be  emptied 
on  the  road  and  left  till  the  cart  comes  round  to  remove  them.  It  also 
does  away  with  the  noise  and  disturbance  of  the  barrows  and  shovelling 
— formerly  a  great  annoyance  to  householders  at  night.  This  system 
ought  to  be  adopted  much  more  generally  than  at  present  is  the  case. 

These  bins  cost  only  a  few  shillings,  and  are  simply  carried  out 
by  the  men  and  emptied  into  the  night-soil  cart. 

For  Schools  and  Public  Institutions,  as  well  as  for  private  houses, 
they  are  a  great  improvement  on  the  old  system. 


A  perusal  of  the  report  of  Mr.  Bascombe,  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector, 
now  included,  will  show  the  very  large  amount  of  House  Inspection 
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carried  on,  the  number  and  nature  of  Nuisances  discovered  and 
remedied,  with  many  other  details  as  to  Dairies,  Cow-sheds,  Slaughter¬ 
houses,  Bake-houses,  &c. 

The  provisions  set  forth  in  the  Bye-laws  for  sub-let  houses  on  the 
Register  are  also  carried  out  by  weekly  inspections  on  the  part  of  the 
Inspectors,  and  all  this  has  a  most  salutary  effect  on  the  sanitary 
conditions  of  such  houses. 

Inspection  under  the  Factories  and  Workshops  Act  is  regularly 
carried  on,  by  which  we  now  have  supervision  as  to  sanitary  conditions, 
ventilation,  the  number  of  persons  allowed  to  work  in  each  room,  &c. 


I  add  a  summary  of  the  work  done  in  connection  with  the  various 

Factory  and  Workshop  Acts, 

which  will  show  the  Inspectors  have  not  neglected  this  department 
of  Sanitary  Work.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health,  Hospital 

and  Cemetery  Committee. 


Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
your  Committee  my  Sixteenth  Annual  Report  with  regard  to  the 
Sanitary  Work  carried  out  in  this  Department  during  the  year  ending 
31st  December,  1905. 

Workmen’s  Dwellings. 

During  the  early  part  of  May,  your  Committee  took  into 
consideration  the  question  of  the  provision  of  suitable  dwellings 
for  workmen,  and  it  was  resolved  that  enquiries  be  made  in  various 
parts  of  the  district,  with  a  view  to  ascertaining  what  demand, 
if  any,  there  was  for  such  a  class  of  dwelling.  In  order  to  obtain 
this  information  special  visits  were  paid  from  house  to  house  in 
the  following  neighbourhoods,  omitting,  of  course,  those  streets  in 
localities  where,  on  account  of  the  good  class  of  property  in  them, 
it  was  deemed  unnecessary  to  enquire  : —

The  officers  were  instructed  to  state  that  the  Health 
Committee  were  considering  the  question  of  providing  Workmen’s 
Dwellings,  and  to  ascertain  whether  occupants  had  experienced 
any  difficulty  in  obtaining  suitable  houses.  They  were  also 
instructed  to  ascertain,  with  as  much  discretion  as  possible,  where 
tenants  stated  they  were  obliged  to  pay  a  higher  rent  than  they 
could  conveniently  afford,  what  sum  per  week  would  be  within 
their  means.  Further,  the  officers  were  requested  to  take  careful 
note  of  tenants’  observations  as  to  the  number  of  rooms  required. 

It  was  deemed  advisable  to  obtain  this  information  so  as  to 
enable  your  Committee  to  judge  as  to  the  demand  or  otherwise 
for  the  provision  of  Artizans’  Dwellings. 

The  whole  of  the  enquiries  were  completed  in  the  month  of 
June,  and  at  the  meeting  of  your  Committee  in  July,  I  submitted 
a  detailed  Report  showing  the  information  gathered  by  the  officers. 
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A  copy  of  this  Report  had,  in  anticipation  of  that  Meeting,  been 
sent  to  each  Member  of  the  Committee  and  also  to  the  Clerk  to 
the  Council. 

The  Report  contained  much  useful  information,  and  it  may 
not  be  uninteresting  at  this  point  to  recapitulate  the  more  important 
items  in  it.  The  following  particulars,  therefore,  represent  a 
summary  of  the  details  included  in  the  Report  then  presented  to 
your  Committee.

The  officers  who  made  the  enquiries  found  that  tenants  made 
many  complaints,  amongst  which  were  the  following  : — 

(a)  Rents  too  high  in  general. 

(5)  Accommodation  too  small  for  rent  paid. 

(c)  Lack  of  bathroom  accommodation. 

{d)  In  certain  streets  the  rents  of  the  houses  were  about  to 
be  raised. 
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(e)  Tenants  obliged  to  go  into  dearer  houses  than  they  could 
well  afford,  in  order  to  avoid  going  into  an  indifferent 
locality. 

(/)  Tenants  obliged  to  go  into  localities  they  dislike  because 
they  cannot  pay  rents  demanded  elsewhere. 

(g)  Tenants  obliged  to  go  into  a  four-roomed  house  at  a 
maximum  rental,  because  they  could  not  get  suitable 
five  or  six-roomed  houses,  needed  for  their  families,  at 
rentals  they  could  afford. 

(h)  Parents  in  a  few  instances  living  in  small  houses,  obliged 
to  send  one  or  two  of  the  children  at  night  to  a  neighbour’s 
house  to  sleep,  in  order  to  avoid  overcrowding. 

It  would  appear  that,  principally,  the  greatest  demand  for 
Workmen’s  Dwellings,  at  rents  varying  chiefly  from  4s.  6d.  to  6s.  6d. 
is  in  that  portion  of  the  district  taking  a  line  commencing  at  the 
Poulton  Road  corner  of  Wheatland  Lane,  and  going  in  a  south¬ 
west  direction  to  Ashville  Road,  from  Ashville  Road  in  a  south-east 
direction  to  Havelock  Street,  and  thence  in  a  north-east  direction 
to  Mersey  Street. 

With  regard  to  the  information  obtained  as  to  the  most  con¬ 
venient  rentals  which  various  classes  of  the  tenants  visited  could 
pay,  and  the  room  accommodation  most  needed,  I  append  a 
Summary  of  the  details  given  under  this  heading  in  my  Report 
to  your  Committee'.

In  addition  to  the  enquiries  made  by  the  officers,  I  deemed  it 
desirable  to  approach  the  various  local  employers  of  labour,  as  I 
considered  they  might  possibly  know,  or  enquire,  whether  their 
workers  had  experienced  difficulty  in  getting  houses  at  a  rental 
within  their  means.  I  accordingly  addressed  the  following  com¬ 
munication  to  thirty-five  employers. 


June  1th,  1905. 

HOUSING  OF  THE  WORKING  CLASSES  ACT,  1890. 

The  Health  Committee  of  this  Council  have  under  con¬ 
sideration  the  matter  of  providing  suitable  dwellings  for  work¬ 
men,  under  the  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act,  1890. 
I  am  anxious  to  'place  before  the  Committee  at  an  early  date 
the  fullest  possible  information.  For  this  purpose  I  should 
esteem  it  a  favour  if  you  would  advise  me  as  to  whether  difficulty 
has  been  experienced  by  any  of  your  employes  in  obtaining  a 
suitable  dwelling  in  any  part  of  this  district  at  a  moderate  rent . 
Thanking  you  in  anticipation  of  an  early  reply, 

I  am,  etc. 
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To  this  communication  twenty -four  replies  were  received,  from 
which  it  appeared  that  : — 

In  10  instances,  employers  found  that  their  workmen  had  had 
difficulty  in  obtaining  suitable  houses  ;  and 

In  14  instances  employers  reported  that  they  could  not  find 
that  their  workers  had  had  any  such  difficulty. 

In  addition  to  the  Statistical  Summaries  given  in  the  Report, 
I  appended  extracts  from  the  replies  given  to  the  officers  by  various 
tenants.  These  included  : — 

(a)  Details  of  cases  where  tenants  stated  they  had  had  diffi¬ 
culty  in  getting  suitable  houses  at  moderate  rental. 

( b )  Details  of  cases  where  tenants  stated  they  were  obliged 
to  sub -let,  or  to  take  in  lodgers  to  help  to  pay  rent. 

(c)  Details  of  cases  where  families  were  obliged  to  live  in 
apartments,  on  account  of  not  being  able  to  get  a  cheap 
and  suitable  house. 

(d)  Details  of  cases  where  families  were  obliged  to  pay  more 
rent  than  they  could  well  afford. 

(e)  Details  of  cases  where  tenants  did  not  like  locality  in 
which  they  were  living,  but  were  obliged  to  go  there  on 
account  of  rent. 

The  Report  concluded  with  details  as  to  the  streets  in  which 
empty  houses  had  been  observed,  the  rentals  of  such  houses,  and 
the  number  of  rooms  in  each  case. 

Your  Committee  carefully  considered  this  Report,  and  it  was 
subsequently  resolved  that  further  enquiries  be  made,  and  steps 
taken  with  a  view  to  ascertaining  whether  any  land  could  be 
obtained  at  a  reasonable  cost  suitable  for  the  erection  of 
Workmen’s  Dwellings. 

Shop  Hours’  Act,  1904. 

It  was  also  during  the  month  of  May,  that  petitions  in  favour 
of  the  obtaining  of  an  Early  Closing  Order,  under  the  above  Act, 
were  presented  to  the  Council,  signed  by  : —

The  Memorials  came  up  for  consideration  by  your  Committee, 
and  I  was  instructed  to  make  the  necessary  enquiries. 

The  Clerk  to  the  Council  forwarded  me  lists  showing  the 
names  and  addresses  of  the  signatories,  together  with  their  respective 
businesses. 

In  accordance  with  vour  Committee’s  instructions,  visits  were 
paid  to  these  tradespeople,  with  a  view  to  ascertaining  whether 
the  persons  named  on  the  petitions  had  personally  signed  such 
documents,  and  whether  they  were  still  in  favour  of  the  Council 
obtaining  the  Early  Closing  Order  suggested. 

As  the  Act  provides  that  more  than  two- thirds  of  the  shop¬ 
keepers  in  any  trades  to  which  the  Closing  Order  is  sought  to  be 
applied,  shall  be  in  favour  of  such  Order,  it  was  necessary  to  visit 
all  traders,  whether  their  signatures  appeared  on  the  Memorial  or 
not. 

The  various  trades  submitted  the  hours  at  which  they  con¬ 
sidered  all  shops  in  their  business  should  close  each  day,  and  also 
the  days  on  which  the  weekly  half -holiday  should  be  observed. 

The  information  sought  for  from  the  various  shopkeepers 
was  completed  about  the  middle  of  June. 

The  details  obtained  were  promptly  entered  into  the  Special 
Register  provided  for  the  purpose,  and  on  the  19th  June  this  was 
submitted  to  your  Committee.  The  result  of  the  enquiry  was  that 
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in  every  case  more  than  two-thirds  of  the  traders  were  in  favour 
of  the  Council’s  obtaining  an  Early  Closing  Order.  The  businesses 
and  hours  of  closing  were  duly  scheduled  in  a  Draft  Order  drawn 
up  by  the  Clerk  to  the  Council,  and  are  as  follows  : —

Some  short  time  afterwards,  a  Counter-petition  was  received 
from  a  large  number  of  tradesmen,  protesting  against  the  proposed 
Closing  Order,  and  your  Committee  thereupon  decided  to  institute  the 
same  enquiries  in  this  case  as  in  the  case  of  the  petitions  in  favour. 

As  the  Memorial  included  many  general  shopkeepers,  the 
question  as  to  whether  these  would  be  affected  or  not,  was  carefully 
considered.  Though  the  business  of  a  “  General  Shopkeeper  or 
Dealer  ”  was  not  on  the  scheduled  list,  it  was  considered  that  as 
this  class  of  tradesman,  in  very  many  instances,  sold  articles  of 
grocery,  greengrocery,  etc.,  etc.,  the  Act  would  not  permit  him  to 
sell  such  articles  outside  the  hours  named  in  the  Closing  Order. 
It  was  therefore  decided,  in  addition  to  verifying  the  signatures 
on  the  Counter-petition,  to  visit  all  the  general  shopkeepers  through¬ 
out  the  district. 
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As  the  smaller  trades  could  not  vote  under  one  heading  as 
“  General  Dealers,”  it  was  considered  that  they  ought  to  vote  only 
in  so  far  as  referred  to  articles  which  they  sold,  and  which  came 
under  any  of  the  scheduled  headings. 

These  enquiries  were  completed  by  the  early  part  of  September, 
and  the  results  entered  in  the  Register.  In  addition,  I  prepared 
a  detailed  report,  which  I  submitted  on  September  11th,  a  copy 
having  been  forwarded  to  each  member  of  the  Committee. 

This  report  showed  that  the  inclusion  of  the  general  shop¬ 
keepers  quite  reversed  in  several  instances  the  result  of  the  previous 
enquiry  of  the  principal  trades.

A  copy  of  this  Report  was  supplied  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Tradesmen’s  Association,  who  applied  for  permission  to  wait  upon 
your  Committee,  with  a  small  deputation  of  shopkeepers,  before 
steps  were  taken  to  deal  definitely  with  the  matter.  To  this  your 
Committee  assented,  and  on  the  9th  of  October  the  deputation 
presented  themselves,  when  it  appeared  that  : — 

Exception  was  taken  to  these  results,  as  embodied  in  the 
Report,  by  some  of  the  affected  trades  that  had  been  out-voted. 
It  was  contended  that  by  allowing  the  General  Dealer  to  vote  under 
several  headings  belonging  to  several  scheduled  trades,  he  was  given 
an  advantage  over  the  larger  tradespeople,  who  had  simply  expressed 
themselves  as  in  favour  of  the  proposed  Closing  Order. 

As  a  result  of  the  interview,  your  Committee  decided  to  re¬ 
open  the  matter,  and  to  institute  fresh  enquiries,  each  shop¬ 
keeper  in  addition  to  voting  for  his  own  business,  to  be  allowed 
votes  for  articles  sold  by  him,  but  coming  under  the  heading  of 
other  trades.  The  effect  of  this  was,  therefore,  that  a  grocer 
selling  greengrocery  and  fruit,  would  vote  as  a  greengrocer,  the 
latter  being  allowed  the  same  privilege  where  he  was  selling 
articles  of  grocery.  This  principle  was  applied  to  all  the  other 
trades. 

With  a  view  to  getting  as  accurate  information  as  possible, 
I  considered  it  would  be  an  advantage  for  the  shopkeeper  to  fill  up 
a  form,  rather  than  to  trust  to  verbal  enquiry  by  an  officer.  I 
therefore  arranged  for  a  Detailed  Enquiry  Sheet  to  be  delivered 
to  each  shop,  where  it  was  considered  there  was  a  possibility  of  its 
being  affected. 

This  form  was  approved  of  by  the  Tradesmen’s  Association, 
who  issued  circulars  to  the  various  premises,  with  advice  as  to  the 
method  of  voting. 

The  delivery  of  the  forms  was  proceeded  with  as  rapidly  as 
possible,  a  note  accompanying  them  intimating  that  an  officer 
would  call  in  II  days  for  the  completed  sheet. 

In  all  1,147  forms  were  so  delivered  in  the  month  of  November. 
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Of  these,  847  were  returned  with  the  information  sought  for 
duly  given,  or  with  “  Neutral  ”  replies,  and  240  were  returned 
marked  “  Not  affected.” 

The  remaining  60  it  was  not  possible  to  get,  repeated  visits  of 
application  failing  to  either  get  the  form  or  the  information  asked 
for.  A  number  of  the  forms  were  destroyed  by  the  receivers,  owing 
to  their  being  considered  not  to  affect  the  business.  It  was  found 
that  in  some  instances  shopkeepers  had  left  the  premises  since  the 
forms  were  delivered. 

Considerable  difficulty  was  experienced  in  completing  the 
results,  owing  to  the  officer  not  being  able  to  get  the  forms  in. 
Several  visits  were  necessary  in  a  very  large  number  of  instances, 
before  any  definite  answer  could  be  got,  whilst  in  a  considerable 
number  of  cases  written  application  had  to  be  made  through  the 
post. 

Before  definitely  closing  the  voting,  I  issued  a  circular  to  those 
who  had  still  failed  to  send  in  their  forms,  calling  attention  to  the 
fact  that  unless  the  document  was  forthcoming  within  one  week 
from  date,  the  Council  would  proceed  to  deal  with  the  figures  then 
in  their  possession,  and  further  stating  that  it  would  be  assumed 
that  those  who  had  not  voted  by  then  would  wish  to  be  counted 
“  Neutral.” 

But  for  the  fact  that  such  efforts  as  these  were  made,  we  should 
not  have  been  able  to  account  for  so  many  of  the  forms  delivered 
as  we  have  done.  It  was  felt,  however,  that  every  opportunity 
ought  to  be  given  within  reason,  for  all  classes  of  shopkeepers  to 
express  their  opinion. 

In  the  case  of  shops  whose  head  establishments  were  out  of 
the  District,  it  was  often  necessary  to  communicate  direct,  as  the 
employes  here  were  unable  in  several  instances  to  state  an  opinion 
“  For  ”  or  “  Against.” 

It  was  found  very  frequently  that  forms  were  returned  marked 
“  Not  affected,”  where  it  was  quite  clear  to  me  that,  in  one  portion 
or  more  of  their  business,  the  shopkeepers  would  be  affected  in  the 
event  of  an  Early  Closing  Order  being  obtained.  As  the  signatories

were  evidently  under  a  misapprehension,  I  caused  re-visits  to  be  paid 
by  the  officer,  to  point  out  the  fact  that  certain  articles  would  be 
affected.  This  has  in  a  considerable  number  of  cases  enabled  me 
to  have  more  accurate  information  than  I  could  otherwise  have 
got,  and  has,  in  addition,  given  such  tradespeople  the  advantage 
of  votes,  where  they  did  not  think  they  had  any. 

In  all,  2,062  visits  were  paid  in  order  to  secure  the  1,087  forms 
obtained. 

The  information  was  promptly  written  up  in  the  Special 
Register,  and  this  was  completed  early  in  February  of  this  present 
year.  In  addition  to  the  details  given  in  the  Register,  I  compiled 
certain  statistics  and  embodied  them  in  Report  form.  This  report 
was  submitted  on  the  19th  February  to  your  Committee,  and  a  copy 
was  also  forwarded  to  each  member  of  the  Committee,  the  Clerk 
to  the  Council,  and  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Shopkeepers’  Association. 

Though  the  information  given  in  such  Report  was  compiled 
in  this  year  (1906)  it  might  be  a  convenience  to  include  it  in  the 
Annual  Report  for  1905,  as  it  in  reality  belongs  to  the  latter  year, 
and  is  to  a  large  extent  a  summary  of  the  work  done  under  the 
heading  of  Shop  Hours’  Act  Enquiries  in  1905.  For  reference 
purposes  also  it  would  seem  to  be  desirable  to  have  as  complete 
particulars  here  as  possible.  I  therefore  append  the  details  given 
herewith,  in  order  to  show  the  position  at  time  of  preparing  the 
Annual  Report. 

The  attached  Table  shows  at  a  glance  : — 

(a)  the  questions  asked  in  respect  of  each  trade  affected  by 
the  proposed  Early  Closing  Order  ; 

( b )  the  number  of  votes  given  for  the  application  of  such 
Order  to  those  trades  ; 

(c)  the  number  of  votes  given  against  it ; 

(d)  the  number  of  neutral  votes  ; 

(N.B. — In  addition  to  the  replies  given  definitely  by 
shopkeepers  as  neutral,  those  shopkeepers  who  have 
declined  to  fill  up  the  forms  have  been  counted  as  neutral.) 

( e )  whether  or  not  there  is  a  majority  of  more  than  two- 
thirds  in  favour  of  the  Order  being  obtained  in  respect 
of  the  various  trades  scheduled.

During  the  course  of  the  enquiries  it  was  found  that  several 
tradespeople  objected  to  the  hours  or  the  half-day  of  Early  Closing 
per  week,  as  mentioned  on  the  Schedule.  The  opinions  so 
expressed  were  included  in  the  Report  for  the  consideration  of  your 
Committee. 

The  Table  given  hereunder  was  compiled  with  a  view  to  showing 
how  each  class  of  trade  voted  in  respect  of  those  portions  of  his 
business  likely  to  be  affected.  It  will  be  noticed  from  a  perusal 
of  this  and  of  the  first  Table  already  given,  that,  whilst  there  appears 
to  be  almost  a  unanimous  wish  on  the  part  of  the  owners  of  the  larger 
business  premises  situate  in  the  principal  streets,  these  are,  in  the 
majority  of  instances,  outvoted  by  the  occupiers  of  the  smaller 
general  shops,  situate  in  streets  beyond  the  neighbourhood  of  the 
principal  throughfares.

I  may  explain  here,  that  practically  the  only  difference  between 
the  voting  as  shown  in  the  report  for  September,  1905,  and  that 
shown  in  the  Report  for  February,  1906,  is  that,  whereas  the 
Drapers  and  Milliners  had  not  a  majority  in  favour  in  the  previous 
case,  they  have  now  more  than  the  necessary  two-thirds. 
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The  Pawnbrokers  gained  a  majority  in  the  first  instance, 
but  the  second  enquiry  resulted  in  their  just  falling  short  of  the 
required  number  in  favour. 

The  Butchers,  who  secured  a  majority  in  favour  in  the  previous 
voting,  will  lose  it,  if  they  are  to  be  taken  in  conjunction  with 
Pork  Butchers  (who  are  practically  all  against).  This  is  a  matter 
which  will  require  in  all  probability,  to  be  dealt  with. 

Sanitary  Conference. 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  received  from  your 
Committee,  I  attended,  as  delegate,  the  twenty-second  annual 
Conference  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors’  Association,  held  at  Car¬ 
penters’  Hall,  London,  from  the  16th  to  the  19th  September. 
Delegates  were  present  from  Liverpool  and  Bootle,  and  also  from 
many  large  towns  in  England  and  Wales  ;  and  in  addition  some 
62  from  the  various  Metropolitan  Boroughs.  The  visitors  were 
received  by  the  President  of  the  Association,  Sir  James  Crichton- 
Browne,  who  subsequently  gave  a  most  important  address  dealing 
with  the  treatment  of  Consumption,  and  the  discovery  of  the 
turbercle  bacillus.  Important  questions  such  as  Combined  Drain¬ 
age,  and  the  Management  and  Sanitation  of  Dairies,  etc.,  etc., 
were  also  dealt  with.  Visits  of  inspection  were  made  to  the  Sanitary 
Pipe  Works  of  Messrs.  Doulton  and  Co.,  and  also  the  factories  of 
the  well-known  Disinfectant  Manufacturers,  Messrs.  Jeyes  and  the 
Sanitas  Company.  At  the  former  Depot  I  had  the  privilege  of 
witnessing  many  tests  made  in  connection  with  the  culture  and 
destruction  of  the  bacillus  typhosus,  in  order  to  determine  the 
germicidal  action  of  various  disinfectants.  A  visit  was  paid  to 
the  Works  of  the  Smoke  Abatement  Company,  where  the  methods 
of  preventing  the  emission  of  black  smoke  from  chimneys  were 
examined  and  practically  demonstrated.  I  also  had  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  inspecting  the  extensive  additions  being  made  to  St. 
Thomas’s  Hospital,  where  the  methods  of  drainage,  warming  and 
ventilation  were  shown  and  explained  by  the  Architect.  As  your 
Committee  will  no  doubt  recollect,  I  prepared  a  special  and  detailed 
Report  in  connection  with  my  attendance  at  this  Conference,  a  copy 
ol  which  was  subsequently  supplied  to  each  member.

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I  would  take  this  opportunity  of  tendering  to  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  your  Committee  my  sincere  thanks  for  having 
afforded  me  the  opportunity  of  attending  this  Conference,  and 
being  present  in  connection  with  the  various  visits  to  Works 
of  sanitation  and  manufacture.  It  has  certainly  enabled  me  to 
obtain  much  practical  information  of  a  sanitary  nature,  which  will 
be  applied  from  time  to  time  in  the  best  interests  of  your  district. 


Licences. 


Inspection  of  Underground  Bakehouses. 


The  whole  of  the  licences  having  expired  on  the  31st  December, 
1905,  a  special  inspection  of  the  Underground  Bakehouses  has  been 
made.  Additional  sanitary  works  and  lime-washing  have  been 
carried  out  in  accordance  with  the  Council’s  requirements,  and  I 
have  recommended  that  a  certificate  be  granted  to  the  occupiers 
of  the  undermentioned  premises  as  to  the  fitness  of  the  premises 
for  baking  purposes,  for  the  ensuing  twelve  months  : —

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Your  Committee  will,  no  doubt,  recollect  that  in  1903 
Mr.  Edward  Snow,  of  91,  Victoria  Road,  New  Brighton,  entered  into 
an  Agreement  with  the  Council  to  erect  a  bakehouse  at  the  rear  of 
his  shop,  and  on  the  level  of  the  adjoining  ground,  within  a  period  of 
two  years.  The  time  expired  on  the  4th  of  December,  1905,  and  up 
to  the  present  no  steps  have  been  taken  to  carry  into  effect  the 
terms  of  the  Agreement.  I  understand  that  Mr.  Snow  has  ceased 
to  use  the  premises  for  baking  purposes,  and  that  the  place  has 
been  transferred  to  Mr.  Arthur  Peacock.  I  have  written  the  latter 
advising  him  that  no  licence  has  been  issued,  and  that  the  place 
cannot  be  again  used  for  baking  purposes. 


As  the  additional  structural  alterations  required  in  connection 
with  the  underground  bakehouse,  No.  101,  Victoria  Road,  Seacombe, 
have  been  completed  during  the  year,  the  necessary  certificate  as 
to  the  fitness  of  the  premises  for  baking  purposes  has  now  been 
issued. 


In  the  following  cases  the  underground  premises  have  been 
abolished  for  baking  purposes,  new  bakehouses  having  been  erected 
on  the  ground  level,  in  lieu  thereof  : —

were  approved  by  the  Council  on  the  5th  day  of  November,  1903, 
and  were  issued  to  the  occupier  of  each  Underground  Bakehouse 
within  the  Wallasey  area  : — 


STRUCTURAL  REQUIREMENTS. 

The  Bakehouse  to  he  7  feet  6  inches  high  in  every  part 
thereof,  and  to  have  at  least  3  feet  of  its  height  above  the 
surface  of  the  footway  of  the  adjoining  street,  or  of  the  ground 
adjoining  or  nearest  to  the  Bakehouse,  unless  provided  with 
suitable  area  or  areas,  or  windows  into  which  such  Under¬ 
ground  Bakehouse  opens. 

All  window  areas  to  be  provided  with  strong  glass,  and, 
where  possible,  prismatic  glass  to  be  employed. 

The  walls  to  be  cemented  smooth  and  impervious,  and 
either  painted  with  at  least  three  coats  of  oil,  or  varnished  with 
at  least  three  coats  of  varnish,  or  lime-washed,  wholly  or  in 
part. 

The  floors  to  be  laid  with  at  least  six  inches  of  concrete, 
rendered  thoroughly  smooth  on  the  top,  either  with  the  best 
cement  or  with  good  tiles. 

All  joints  of  tiles  to  be  joined  with  the  best  cement  and 
made  thoroughly  smooth. 

The  cubic  capacity  of  the  room  to  be  not  less  than  1,200 

feet. 

All  windows  to  be  at  least  4 -ft.  6-in.  x  3 -ft.  6-in.  wide,  and 
to  be  3  feet  above  the  level  of  the  street,  footway,  or  ground  nearest 
the  Bakehouse,  with  at  least  the  top  half  to  open  one  window, 
or  if  necessary  more,  opening  into  the  external  air. 


VENTILATION. 

All  Underground  Bakehouses  must  be  properly  and 
efficiently  ventilated.

An  external  entrance  to  be  provided  to  the  Bakehouse,  if 
considered  necessary. 

No  damp,  or  ill -ventilated,  or  badly  lighted  cellars  to  be 
allowed  in  direct  communication  with  the  Bakehouse. 

OTHER  REQUIREMENTS. 

Proper  means  of  access  to  the  Bakehouse  to  be  provided . 

Provision  for  the  proper  storage  of  flour  to  be  made  else¬ 
where  than  in  the  Bakehouse. 

Nothing  to  be  stored  within  the  Underground  Bakehouse 
itself,  and  all  sweepings,  ashes,  and  other  refuse  matter,  to  be 
removed  imonediately  from  such  Underground  Bakehouse. 

No  ashbin  to  be  kept  in  the  Bakehouse  itself. 

Dough  troughs  and  tables  to  be  provided  with  castors  or 
wheels,  so  as  to  be  readily  removable  for  cleansing  purposes. 

All  utensils,  troughs,  etc.,  to  be  kept  at  all  times  scrupu¬ 
lously  clean. 

No  animal  to  be  kept  in  an  Underground  Bakehouse. 

No  overcrowding  to  be  allowed,  at  any  time  within  an 
Underground  Bakehouse,  a  minimum  of  400  cubic  feet  of  space 
being  allowed  for  each  person  employed  therein. 

No  openings  in  the  ceiling  to  be  directly  over  any  table  or 
trough  in  the  Bakehouse. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  all  statutory  requirements  to  be 
complied  with. 

Sale  of  Ice  Cream. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  32  of  the  “Wallasey 
Improvement  Act,  1901  ”  (Sub-sections  A  and  B),  for  regulating 
the  manufacture  and  sale  of  ice-cream,  vendors’  carts  and 
vessels  have  been  inspected  from  time  to  time  throughout  the  year. 
Special  attention  has  been  given  to  vendors  of  ice-cream  found 
frequenting  the  shore  at  New  Brighton  during  the  summer  months. 
The  whole  of  the  local  premises  used  for  the  sale  of  this  commodity 
have  been  examined  with  regard  to  the  sanitary  conditions  and 
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surroundings,  and  the  method  of  manufacture  and  storage  enquired 
into.  In  one  case  it  was  necessary  to  take  action  with  a  view  to 
preventing  the  premises  being  used  for  storage  purposes,  on  account 
of  insanitary  surroundings.  In  other  instance  it  was  also 
found  necessary  to  issue  notices  for  the  thorough  cleansing  of  the 
vessels  used  in  the  manufacture  thereof.  In  three  cases  I  deemed 
it  desirable  to  communicate  with  the  Health  Departments  of 
Liverpool  and  Birkenhead  in  connection  with  the  vending  of  ice¬ 
cream  from  carts  in  the  neighbourhood  of  New  Brighton.  In  each  case, 
the  premises  referred  to  were  visited  by  their  Health  Officers,  when 
it  was  found  that  proper  sanitary  conditions  obtained,  and  every¬ 
thing  appeared  to  be  kept  clean  and  in  good  order.  The 
premises  in  Scotland  Road  were  found  to  be  fitted  with  special 
appliances  for  the  manufacture  of  ice-cream. 

In  connection  with  this  inspection  some  137  visits  have  been 
paid  by  the  officers  of  the  Department  during  the  past  year  to 
premises  throughout  the  district.

Carcases  Affected  with  Anthrax. 

During  the  month  of  October,  a  special  circular  was  received 
from  the  Board  of  Agriculture,  with  regard  to  the  slaughtering  of 
animals,  or  otherwise  dressing,  or  handling  carcases  where  there 
was  any  suspicion  whatever  that  the  animal  had  suffered  from 
Anthrax.  I  at  once  communicated  with  the  occupiers  of  every 
slaughter-house  in  the  district,  and  asked  that  all  persons  engaged 
in  slaughtering  operations  be  at  once  warned  as  to  the  danger 
which  would  be  likely  to  arise  through  the  improper  handling  of 
infected  carcases.  A  copy  of  the  Board’s  Order  was  also  enclosed 
with  each  communication. 


Ashpit  Abolition. 

The  work  of  ashpit  abolition  and  alteration  has  progressed 
steadily  throughout  the  year.  Some  years  ago  forms  were  specially 
prepared,  and  have  since  been  attached  to  all  notices  issued  in 
connection  with  the  defective  condition  of  ashpits  and  receptacles 
of  a  similar  nature.  Since  that  date,  a  very  large  number  of  ashpits 
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have  been  abolished,  and  galvanized  iron  coverd  bins  provided  in 
lieu  thereof.  During  the  past  year  101  of  these  objectionable 
ashpits  have  been  removed,  and  portable  iron  receptacles  supplied 
in  their  place.  The  old  forms  have  been  carefully  revised  and  re¬ 
printed.  These  notices  (the  following  of  which  is  a  copy)  are  now 
forwarded  to  every  owner  where  ashpits  have  become  defective 
and  require  repairs  or  alteration  of  any  description. 

In  lieu  of  carrying  out  the  repairs  required  in  connection  with 
the  present  ashpits,  it  is  recommended  that  galvanized  iron  ash 
bins  be  provided  in  each  case.  If  this  course  be  adopted,  it  will 
be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  following  works 

Take  doivn  front  walls,  and  extend  yard  division  walls 
where  necessary  ;  fill  up  and  raise  the  bottom  of  ashpit  to  the 
level  of  the  ground  adjoining,  and  concrete  or  flag  same. 
Provide  for  each  house  concerned,  a  portable  sanitary  ash  bin, 
of  stout  galvanized  iron,  with  cover  and  handles,  and  of 
sufficient  capacity  for  seven  days'1  refuse. 

Samples  of  these  bins,  which  are  cylindrical  in  shape,  may  be 
seen  at  these  Offices,  where  any  further  information  can  be  obtained. 

When  ashpits  have  been  abolished  and  bins  provided,  it  will 
be  necessary  to  give  immediate  intimation  to  ensure  the  receptacles 
being  placed  on  the  list  for  weekly  attention. 


Disinfecting  Station. 

The  stables  erected  at  Mill  Lane  Disinfecting  Depot, 
at  the  time  the  extensions  were  carried  out  in  connection  with  the 
Laundry,  etc.,  are  now  being  utilized.  For  many  years  past,  the 
practice  of  hiring  horses  for  Ambulance  and  Disinfecting  work  has 
been  found  both  inconvenient  and  expensive.  The  question  of 
obtaining  a  suitable  animal  for  this  work  has  been  frequently 
discussed  by  your  Committee.  During  the  month  of  November, 
it  was  finally  resolved  that  a  horse  be  obtained.  The  Vice- 
chairman  (Dr.  Oldershaw),  Mr.  Scott  and  Mr.  Hull,  subsequently 
purchased  a  chestnut  gelding  for  the  sum  of  £36  lbs.  The  animal

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has  turned  out  to  be  most  satisfactory,  and  since  its  arrival  at  the 
stables,  a  very  large  amount  of  useful  and  valuable  work  has  been 
performed.  It  has  been  found  possible  to  attend  to  all  calls  with 
far  greater  despatch  than  hitherto,  either  in  connection  with  the 
urgent  removals  of  patients  to  Hospital,  or  in  cases  where  prompt 
disinfection  has  been  required. 


Employment  of  Children. 

During  Christmas  week,  attention  was  drawn  by  the  local 
Secretary  of  the  National  Amalgamated  Union  of  Shop  Assistants, 
to  the  requirements  of  the  “  Shop  Hours  Acts,”  limiting  the  hours  of 
employment.  By  the  “  Employment  of  Children  Act,  1903,” 
no  child  under  fourteen  years  of  age  must  be  employed  between 
the  hours  of  nine  o’clock  in  the  evening  and  six  o’clock  in  the 
morning  ;  and  under  the  4  4  Shop  Hours  Acts,  1892  and  1904,”  no 
young  person  under  the  age  of  eighteen  years  must  be  employed 
for  a  longer  period  than  74  hours  per  week.  In  view  of  probable 
infringements  of  these  Acts,  instructions  had,  however,  already 
been  given  to  the  Workshop  Inspectors,  male  and  female,  to  keep 
a  watchful  eye  on  protected  persons.  As  your  Committee  are 
probably  aware,  the  clauses  of  these  Acts  dealing  with  the  hours 
of  employment  of  young  children  and  young  persons  are  most  difficult 
to  work,  as  to  a  very  great  extent  a  successful  prosecution  would 

depend  on  the  evidence  of  the  employees  themselves. 

* 

Your  Committee  will,  no  doubt,  recollect  that  in  May,  1904r 
I  submitted  a  detailed  report  with  regard  to  the  Bye-laws  it  was 
then  proposed  to  make  under  these  Acts. 

At  that  time,  exhaustive  enquiries  had  been  made  throughout 
the  District,  and  it  was  found  that  some  550  children  were  engaged 
in  various  ways,  either  before  or  after  the  ordinary  school  hours. 

The  matter  was  carefully  considered  at  the  time,  and  it  was 
subsequently  decided  to  defer,  for  the  present,  the  question  of 
making  the  necessary  Bye-laws. 
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Storage  of  Petroleum. 

With  regard  to  the  Storage  of  the  Products  of  Petroleum, 
your  Committee  will,  no  doubt,  recollect  that  I  have  on  several 
occasions  drawn  attention  to  the  fact  that  there  are  some  70  shops 
in  the  District  where  Petroleum  Oil  is  being  sold.  In  addition  to 
these,  we  have  already  11  instances  where  Licences  have  been 
granted  for  the  storage  of  Benzoline  and  other  explosive  substances. 
In  connection  with  these  latter  products,  a  certain  amount  of  super¬ 
vision  over  the  storage  is  exercised,  the  premises  being  occasionally 
visited. 

With  respect  to  the  remainder  of  the  premises,  there  is  practi¬ 
cally  no  supervision  whatever,  and  as  this  Department  is  responsible 
to  your  Committee  to  see  that  the  Acts  are  complied  with,  I  feel 
that  some  further  steps  should  be  taken  to  obtain  accurate  informa¬ 
tion  as  to  the  Flashpoint  of  the  various  oils  now  being  sold  through¬ 
out  the  District.  This  should  be  done  by  obtaining  samples  from 
time  to  time,  and  submitting  them  to  the  necessary  test. 


Work  of  Female  Inspector. 

Visits  have  been  paid  by  the  Female  Inspector,  from  house  to 
house  amongst  the  dwellings  occupied  by  the  working  classes,  and  she 
reports  that  there  is  still  a  considerable  improvement  in  so  far  as 
refers  to  the  clean  condition  of  floors,  bedding,  etc. 

Advice  has  been  given  to  mothers  with  respect  to  the  feeding 
of  children,  particular  attention  being  directed  to  the  necessity  for 
the  keeping  of  feeding  bottles,  etc.,  in  a  cleanly  condition. 

Where  structural  defects,  such  as  leaky  roofs,  etc.,  have  been 
discovered,  these  have  been  referred  to  the  District  Inspectors. 
The  houses  were  subsequently  visited,  and,  where  necessary, 
the  usual  notices  were  issued. 

Forms  have  been  left  with  the  head  teachers  at  the  various 
schools,  for  notifying  the  Health  Department  of  any  cases  which 
it  may  be  considered  well  to  enquire  into.  In  several  instances, 
visits  have  been  paid  to  the  homes  of  the  scholars.

Visits  have  been  paid  to  all  workshops  where  females  are 
employed,  and  in  one  case  overcrowding  was  discovered.  In  three 
instances,  objectionable  conditions  were  found  to  exist.  The 
necessary  cleansing  was  subsequently  carried  out,  and  it  has  not 
been  necessary  to  take  any  legal  proceedings  under  the  Factory 
Act. 


Volunteer  Camps. 

Three  companies  of  Volunteers  have  formed  encampments  in 
various  parts  of  the  district  during  the  past  year,  two  on  land  off 
Claremont  Road  and  Grove  Road,  and  one  on  land  at  the  bottom 
of  Vaughan  Road.  In  each  case  inspections  have  been  made  to 
ascertain  that  efficient  provision  in  the  nature  of  sanitary  arrange¬ 
ments  was  being  made,  and  the  camp  authorities  were  provided 
with  disinfecting  powder,  etc. 

Suitable  arrangements  have  also  been  made  for  the  prompt 
removal  of  refuse  produced  on  the  grounds.

Correspondence. 

There  has  again  been  a  considerable  amount  of  correspondence 
during  the  past  year,  2,381  letters,  etc.,  having  been  issued  with 
regard  to  nuisances  and  failures  to  comply  with  Preliminary  and 
Statutory  Notices,  the  improper  and  incomplete  execution  of  sanitary 
work,  and  various  other  matters  in  connection  with  the  work  of  the 
Department.  3,181  letters  have  been  received  and  dealt  with 
during  the  same  period,  a  substantial  increase  over  the  figures  for  the 
previous  year. 

132  circulars  have  been  despatched  in  regard  to  the  lime-washing 
and  cleansing  required  under  the  Council’s  Bye-laws  made  with 
respect  to  dairies,  cowsheds,  milk-shops,  sub-let  houses,  and 
slaughter-houses. 


Special  Complaints. 

1,069  Special  Complaints  have  been  received  and  enquired  into 
during  the  past  year,  as  against  814  for  the  previous  year.  In  965 
cases  cause  for  complaint  was  found  to  exist,  and  Preliminary  Notices 
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were  served  upon  the  owners  to  remedy  the  defective  conditions 
existing.  In  104  cases  there  was  either  no  nuisance  apparent  at  the 
time  of  inspection,  or  the  cause  of  complaint  was  not  considered  of 
sufficient  importance  to  warrant  the  service  of  a  notice  upon  the 
owner.  In  17  cases  the  nuisances  complained  of  were  found  on 
inspection  to  be  due  to  failure  on  the  part  of  the  occupier  to  keep 
the  various  sanitary  fittings  free  from  grease  and  deposits  of  a  like 
nature.  In  these  cases,  the  occupiers  were  called  upon  to  carry  out 
the  necessary  work.  In  several  instances  nuisances  were  abated 
by  the  flushers,  whilst  in  150  instances  it  was  found  that  the  matters 
complained  of  came  within  the  province  of  other  departments  of  the 
Council,  to  which  they  were  subsequently  referred. 


Abatement  of  Muisances. 

1,411  Notices  have  been  issued  by  this  Department  in  order  to 
bring  about  the  abatement  of  nuisances  existing  in  various  parts  of  the 
district,  as  against  1,124  the  previous  year.  The  necessary  works 
have  been  specified  in  detail  so  as  to  remedy  existing  defective 
conditions. 

A  large  number  of  persons  have  been  reported  during  the  year 
for  failing  to  comply  with  Statutory  Notices  requiring  the  abatement 
of  nuisances  at  premises  situate  in  the  district.  In  each  case  legal 
proceedings  were  ordered  by  your  Committee  to  be  taken,  and  in 
eleven  instances  evidence  was  prepared  for  the  purposes  of  prosecu¬ 
tion.  In  four  cases,  the  works  required  were  duly  executed  before 
the  informations  were  laid,  whilst  in  three  instances  the  receipt 
of  the  summons  was  sufficient  to  have  the  nuisances  abated.  On 
defendants  paying  the  costs  incurred  the  proceedings  were  with¬ 
drawn.  In  the  remaining  cases,  the  works  had  not  been  executed 
prior  to  the  date  of  the  Magistrates’  hearing.  Orders  were  given 
by  the  Court  for  the  execution  of  the  sanitary  works  necessary  to 
abate  the  nuisances,  and  fines  were  imposed. 

Many  notices  have  this  year  been  served  upon  the  occupiers  of 
premises  to  abate  nuisances  caused  by  neglect  to  keep  the  gullies  and 
sanitary  conveniences  clean  and  in  good  order  and  condition.

Frequently  during  the  past  year  odours  have  been  complained 
of  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Poulton.  These  have  been  traced  to 
the  Vacuum  Oil  Company’s  Works,  at  Birkenhead,  where  some 
process  exists  for  treating  crude  oil.  Details  as  to  the  observations, 
dates  of  prevalence,  and  duration  of  odours  have  been  submitted 
to  your  Committee  from  time  to  time. 

Deposits  on  the  Shore. 

Complaints  having  been  received  during  the  month  of  August, 
as  to  the  objectionable  condition  of  various  deposits  on  the  shore 
between  Egremont  and  that  portion  to  the  east  of  Leasowe,  some 
12  samples  of  the  sand  and  mud  at  various  points  were  obtained 
and  carefully  examined.  As  further  deposits  occurred  in  the 
course  of  a  few  weeks,  the  matter  was  reported  to  your  Committee, 
and  in  accordance  with  instructions  received,  further  samples  of 
the  material  were  taken.  These  were  submitted  to  Professor  Boyce, 
of  the  Liverpool  University,  for  microscopical  and  bacteriological 
examination.  The  reports  as  to  the  results  of  the  examination 
were  subsequently  submitted  to  your  Committee,  and  instructions 
given  to  take  such  steps  as  might  be  necessary  to  prevent  a  continu¬ 
ance  of  the  nuisance  from  the  pollution  on  the  foreshore. 

Fish  Slabs. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year,  on  account  of  the  nuisances 
arising  from  the. fouling  of  the  surfaces  of  the  pavement  in  various 
parts  of  the  district,  due  to  the  practice  of  watering  fish  and  washing 
fish -slabs,  the  whole  of  the  fishmongers  throughout  the  district 
were  specially  visited  and  requested  to  provide  means  for  conveying 
the  offensive  water  to  receptacles  fixed  on  their  own  premises.  In 
several  instances,  the  necessary  channels  were  formed,  and  waste- 
pipes  supplied  to  receive  the  drainage.  In  the  remaining  instances 
greater  care  has  been  exercised,  but  should  the  objectionable  practice 
be  continued,  your  Committee  will  require  to  take  steps  to  enforce 
such  structural  alterations  as  may  be  required  to  prevent  the  nuisance 
recurring. 
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Offensive  Smells. 


Very  offensive  smells  were  complained  of  during  the  month  of 
February  by  the  residents  of  Oakdale.  On  inspecting  the  district, 
it  was  found  that  a  large  quantity  of  mussels  had  been  tipped  on  the 
vacant  land  to  the  south  of  Cherrybank  Road.  Enquiries  were 
made,  and  the  person  causing  the  deposit  to  be  made  was  eventually 
traced.  The  whole  of  the  mussels  were  subsequently  removed,  and 
the  site  cleansed.

Offensive  smells  having  been  complained  of  in  the  neighbourhood  Smells 
of  South  Seacombe  during  the  latter  part  of  July,  it  was  found  that  offensive 
these  proceeded  from  Works  where  an  offensive  trade  is  carried  on,  ^?ks 
and  situate  to  the  south  of  the  Great  Float,  within  the  Borough 
of  Birkenhead.  On  visiting  these  premises  they  were  found  to  be 
in  a  most  objectionable  state. 


Refuse  Tipped  on  Land. 

A  very  objectionable  deposit  was  found  to  have  been  made  on 
the  Allotment  Gardens,  Poulton  Road,  immediately  to  the  south¬ 
west  of  May  Avenue.  The  accumulation  was  subsequently  removed, 
and  the  occupiers  of  the  allotments  were  warned  as  to  making 
further  deposits.  Since  this  time  no  further  complaints  have  been 
received. 


Deposits  of  Wheat  Refuse. 

Referring  to  the  complaints  made  to  your  Committee  Notices 
as  to  the  deposits  of  wheat  refuse  on  land  situated  off  Dock  Road,  servec*‘ 
Bridge  Road,  and  Poulton  Road,  Seacombe,  the  usual  notices  were 
served,  and  the  matter  was  reported  to  your  Committee. 

The  owners  instructed  a  local  Contractor  to  remove  the  various  Work  of 
accumulations.  The  work  was  commenced  about  the  middle  of  removal- 
July,  and  a  large  number  of  loads  were  conveyed  to  the  Wallasey 
Market  Gardeners  and  elsewhere,  and  there  used  for  agricultural 
purposes. 
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With  the  exception  of  the  wheat  refuse  on  the  land  to  the  south¬ 
west  of  Bridge  Road,  the  whole  of  the  deposits  have  now  been 
removed. 

In  this  case  special  arrangements  were  made  with  your 
Committee,  and  a  period  of  six  months  was  allowed  within  which 
the  accumulations  were  to  be  removed. 

Flooded  Basement. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year,  considerable  difficulty  was 
again  experienced  in  connection  with  the  flooding  of  the  basement 
attached  to  the  house  and  shop,  No.  1,  Sutton  Road,  owing  to  the 
main  drain  from  the  adjoining  property  being  defective  and  passing 
beneath  the  cellar  surface.  The  course  of  the  common  drain  has 
since  been  diverted,  a  new  main  having  been  laid  in  beneath  the 
surface  of  the  covered  passage  external  to  the  house  and  adjoining 
property.  Since  the  execution  of  these  works  no  further  trouble 
has  been  experienced. 


Offensive  Ditches. 

Complaints  having  been  received  from  residents  in  Deveraux 
Drive  as  to  offensive  smells  arising  from  the  ditches  at  the  rear  of 
their  houses,  the  usual  notices  were  served  on  the  owners  of  the  land. 
The  excavations  were  cleansed  and  subsequently  filled  in  with  dry 
refuse. 


Cleansing  of  Ponds. 

During  the  summer  the  whole  of  the  ponds  in  the  district  were 
examined,  and  subsequently  the  carcases  of  a  very  large  number  of 
dogs,  etc.,  removed  therefrom  and  buried.  This  work  was  under¬ 
taken  by  the  Department,  and  the  following  Table  gives  details  as 
to  the  ponds  dealt  with  and  the  number  of  carcases  removed  : —

Overcrowding. 

During  the  year,  several  houses  have  been  found  to  be  in  an 
over-crowded  condition  in  the  neighbourhoods  of  Seacombe,  Poulton 
and  Liscard.  The  usual  preliminary  intimation  has  been  given  in 
each  case  to  the  occupier,  and  upon  re-visiting  the  premises  it  was 
found  in  the  majority  of  instances  that  the  nuisance  had  been  abated. 

Smoke  Nuisances. 

Further  complaints  have  been  received  during  the  year,  as  to 
the  emission  of  dense  smoke  from  the  chimneys  attached  to  the 
French  Steam  Laundry,  and  the  Premier  Table  Water  Works,  New 
Brighton.  Observations  were  made,  and  it  was  found,  that  for 
short  periods,  excessive  smoke  was  discharged.  It  was  subse¬ 
quently  decided  in  one  case  to  serve  the  usual  Statutory  Notice. 
This  was  done,  and  on  further  observations  being  taken,  it  appeared 
that  greater  care  was  being  exercised  in  stoking. 

Complaints  have  also  been  made  during  the  year  as  to  the 
emissions  of  smoke  from  the  chimney  attached  to  the  Hygienic 
Steam  Laundry,  Poulton  Road,  Seacombe.  Observations  were 
made,  and  on  several  occasions  it  was  noticed  that  dense,  black 
smoke  was  discharged.  The  attention  of  the  Manager  and  Engineer

was  drawn  to  the  matter,  and  on  making  further  observations,  it  was 
noticed  that  considerable  improvement  had  taken  place  in  connection 
with  the  length  of  time  and  density  of  smoke. 

Frequent  observations  have  been  made  as  to  the  discharge  of 
smoke  from  chimney-stacks  attached  to  the  Brickworks,  Mill  Lane, 
and  the  Pressed  Brick  and  Tile  Works,  Somerville.  It  has  been 
necessary  on  several  occasions  to  pay  personal  visits  in  order  to 
draw  the  attention  of  the  Managers  as  to  the  necessity  for  exercising 
greater  care  in  stoking. 

Dense  volumes  of  black  smoke  have  been  discharged  from  the 
chimney-stacks  attached  to  the  English  McKenna  Works,  Poulton. 
The  stacks  were  kept  under  observation,  and  it  was  subsequently 
ascertained  that  special  experiments  were  being  made  with  the 
flues,  in  order  to  minimise  the  smoke  nuisance  as  much  as  possible.

Privy  Conversions. 

The  objectionable  conditions  obtaining  in  connection  with 
the  lavatory  accommodation  provided  for  the  three  cottages,  situate 
in  Wood  Lane,  Wallasey,  have  been  dealt  with  during  the  year. 
Notices  were  served  on  the  owners  to  provide  proper  and  sufficient 
fittings,  but  it  was  subsequently  found  that  it  was  practically 
impossible  to  comply,  owing  to  the  position  and  depth  of  the  sewers 
in  the  immediate  neighbourhood.  An  improved  pail  convenience 
was  substituted,  and  considerable  repairs  were  carried  out  in 
connection  with  the  ashpit. 
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Houses  with  insufficient  Ashpits. 

In  33  instances  during  the  past  year,  it  lias  been  necessary 
to  report  owners  of  property  for  failing  to  provide  in  connection 
with  their  houses,  proper  and  sufficient  ashpits,  furnished  with  doors 
and  coverings  and  with  means  for  ventilation.  Such  instances 
have  chiefly  been  where  the  existing  ashpits  were  in  a  very  defective 
state,  or  without  coverings.  Your  Committee  resolved  in  each 
case  to  serve  Statutory  Notices  on  the  defaulters,  requiring  them 
to  provide  suitable  and  sufficient  Ashpits,  properly  covered  and 
ventilated,  and  with  the  necessary  doors,  or  in  lieu  thereof,  to  provide 
stout,  galvanized  iron  ashbins  with  covers  and  handles,  and  of 
sufficient  capacity  to  contain  seven  days’  domestic  refuse. 

Wallasey  Local  Board  Act,  1890. 

During  the  year,  it  has  been  necessary  in  87  instances,  to  report 
contraventions  of.  the  above  Act  to  your  Committee,  more  especially 
with  regard  to  defective  yard  pavings.  In  each  case,  it  has  been 
decided  to  serve  the  usual  Statutory  Notice,  requiring  the  execution 
of  the  remedial  works,  and  failing  compliance,  to  institute  legal 
proceedings.  In  every  instance,  however,  I  have  been  successful 
in  having  the  required  works  put  in  hand  and  completed,  without 
having  to  resort  to  the  proceedings  authorized. 


Bye* Saws  with  respect  to  Nuisances. 

Stable  Yard  Inspection. 

1,108  visits  have  been  paid  to  various  stable  yards  in  connection 
with  the  removal  of  manure,  etc.,  against  786  for  1904.  The 
improvement  reported  last  year  with  regard  to  the  keeping  of  the 
premises  in  a  cleanly  condition,  and  in  the  observance  of  the  Bye¬ 
laws  as  to  the  removal  of  accumulations  has  been  well  maintained. 

In  several  instances,  however,  it  has  been  necessary  to  serve 
notices,  and  failing  compliance  the  matter  was  duly  reported  to  your 
Committee. 

In  very  many  instances,  occupiers  have  been  warned  with 
respect  to  the  more  frequent  removal  of  manure. 
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Legal 

Proceedings. 


Stables. 

At  certain  stables,  situated  at  the  rear  of  Victoria  Road,  New 
Brighton,  it  was  found  that  Section  33  of  the  Council’s  Bye-laws 
made  with  respect  to  Nuisances  was  being  contravened,  the  premises 
being  without  a  sufficient  manure -pit.  The  matter  was  reported 
to  your  Committee,  who  decided  that  a  Statutory  Notice  be  served 
on  the  occupier.  Failing  compliance,  legal  proceedings  were  insti¬ 
tuted,  and  the  case  came  on  for  hearing  at  the  Liscard  Police  Court. 
The  necessary  works  having  in  the  meantime  been  completed,  the 
case  was  withdrawn  on  the  payment  of  costs. 


At  certain  stables  in  Platt  Street,  Seacombe,  the  Bye-laws 
were  contravened  by  the  non-provision  of  a  suitable  receptacle  for 
manure,  and  by  failing  to  remove  the  accumulations  of  manure 
once  in  every  seven  days.  As  the  occupier  did  not  comply  with  our 
Notices,  the  information  was  laid,  resulting  in  a  fine  being  imposed. 
Since  then  a  proper  receptacle  has  been  provided. 

Keeping  of  Swine. 

In  one  instance,  swine  were  found  to  be  kept  within  the  distance 
of  60  feet  of  a  dwelling  house  in  connection  with  stables  situate  in 
Park  Street,  Liscard.  Preliminary  and  Statutory  Notices  were 
issued,  and  the  pigs  were  subsequently  removed. 


A  large  number  of  swine  were  found  to  be  housed  on  land  situate 
off  Bridle  Road,  Seacombe,  and  the  conditions  obtaining  in 
connection  therewith,  were  very  unsatisfactory.  A  notice  was 
served  on  the  owner  to  provide  a  proper  means  of  drainage,  and  also 
to  concrete  the  floors  of  sties.  The  work  was  subsequently  carried 
out  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  The  premises  are  kept  under  constant 
supervision,  and  the  Bye-laws  with  regard  to  removal  of  manure,  etc., 
enforced. 


Quarry  Fencing  Act,  1887. 

Dangerous  Pit. 

Referring  to  the  complaints  made  with  regard  to  the  dangerous 
condition  of  a  pit  situated  on  certain  land  lying  between  Gorsey 
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Lane,  Poulton,  and  Lucerne  Road,  I  have  to  report  that  the  large 
excavation  has  now  been  partially  filled  by  clean  refuse  from  the 
Council’s  Destructor  Depot. 

Unfenced  Excavation. 

Certain  excavations  situate  on  the  north  side  of  Lancaster 
Avenue,  Liscard,  were  found  to  be  in  a  dangerous  condition.  The 
owners  were  communicated  with,  and  a  proper  fence  was  erected 
forthwith. 

The  various  other  Quarries  in  the  district  have  been  specially 
visited  from  time  to  time,  in  order  to  ascertain  that  the  fences  were 
kept  in  a  thorough  state  of  repair. 


Drain  Testing. 

At  all  houses  were  Typhoid  or  Diphtheria  has  occurred,  the  drains  Smoke  testa, 
have  been  tested  either  with  Smoke  Rockets  or  the  Grahtryx 
Machine.  In  this  way  many  defects  have  been  revealed  which  it 
were  impossible  to  observe  from  a  superficial  inspection.  Tests  have  Water  teats, 
been  applied  to  new  drains  in  course  of  construction,  and  also  in  all 
other  cases  where  it  was  thought  necessary  or  desirable.  In  a  few 
cases  the  hydraulic  test  has  been  applied.  The  total  number  of  tests 
carried  out  during  the  twelve  months  was  522,  as  against  385  for  the 
preceding  year. 


Examination  of  Underground  Drains. 

During  the  year  it  has  been  considered  desirable  to  make  a 
further  examination  of  the  drains  and  sanitary  fittings  attached 
to  some  40  houses  situated  in  various  parts  of  the  district.  Your 
Committee  have  in' all  cases  recommended  the  Council  to  empower 
me  under  Section  41  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  to  enter  the 
premises  in  question,  and  to  open  the  ground,  with  the  object  of 
making  a  thorough  examination  of  the  drains  and  sanitary  conditions 
existing  in  connection  therewith 
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Drainage  Reconstruction. 

Supervision  of  Works. 

During  the  past  year  1,078  visits  have  been  paid  to  works  and 
drainage  reconstructions  whilst  in  progress.  The  contractors  have 
been  advised  on  matters  of  detail,  and  the  works  carefully  supervised 
and  tested. 

Houses  in  Leasowe  Road,  Wallasey. 

The  whole  of  the  houses  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Leasowe 
Road,  Wallasey,  have  been  inspected,  and  the  notices  served 
on  the  owners  to  connect  the  drainage  system  attached  to 
their  respective  properties  with  the  sewer  recently  laid  in  by  the 
Council.  The  whole  of  the  necessary  works  in  connection  with 
several  of  the  houses  have  already  been  completed.  In  several 
instances  the  works  are  in  hand,  and  I  am  now  in  communication 
with  the  owners  of  the  remaining  houses  with  regard  to  the  laying 
in  of  new  drains. 

River  View. 

Complaints  having  been  received  as  to  a  percolation  of  offensive 
water  through  the  boundary  wall  on  the  Promenade,  the  drains  in 
connection  with  the  property  at  the  rear  were  examined.  These 
were  subsequently  found  to  be  in  a  defective  condition,  and  the 
necessary  notices  were  served  on  the  owner.  An  entirely  new 
system  of  drainage  has  now  been  laid  in,  and  the  work  appears  to 
have  been  carried  out  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

Hickman’s  Buildings,  Birkenhead  Road. 

The  main  drain  receiving  the  drainage  from  this  property 
having  been  frequently  found  in  a  choked  condition,  the  owner  was 
requested  to  carry  out  the  necessary  work  of  entire  re-construction. 
When  the  drains  were  bared  they  were  found  to  be  in  a  very  defective 
condition,  and  to  have  insufficient  gradient.  The  Surveyor  was 
communicated  with,  and  he  promptly  extended  the  sewer  in  order 
to  receive  the  connection  from  the  new  drain.  The  entire  system 
was  subsequently  re-laid,  and  a  proper  gradient  provided  from 
the  various  fittings  in  connection  therewith.

Bee  Hotel,  Birkenhead  Road. 

The  basements  of  the  Bee  Hotel,  Birkenhead  Road,  having 
frequently  been  found  flooded  with  sewage,  the  owners  were  requested 
to  relay  the  drains,  and  to  provide  the  cellar  with  ball  intercepting 
gullies.  The  works  were  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  the 
officers  of  this  Department,  and  no  further  flooding  has  occurred. 

21  to  31,  Geneva  Road,  Seacombe. 

The  sanitary  arrangements  attached  to  this  property  having 
been  found  in  a  very  unsatisfactory  condition,  the  usual  Notices  were 
served  on  the  owners  to  remedy  the  defective  conditions.  Subse¬ 
quently  the  entire  drainage  systems  were  re-constructed,  and  the 
whole  of  the  offensive  ashpits  abolished.  In  lieu  of  the  latter, 
galvanized  iron  ashbins  were  provided.  The  yard  and  w.c.  walls 
were  re-built,  the  roofs  repaired,  the  waste  pipes  trapped,  and  new 
gullies  fixed  to  receive  waste  water  from  the  scullery  sink  troughs. 

A  large  amount  of  work  has  been  done  during  the  past  year  in 
connection  with  the  re-construction  of  drains.  At  the  following 
houses  entire  re-construction  has  taken  place.

Lower  Parade. 

Frequent  visits  have  been  paid  to  the  lock-up  shops  situated  on 
the  Lower  Parade,  New  Brighton,  in  connection  with  alleged  over¬ 
crowding  and  other  insanitary  conditions  obtaining  thereat. 

During  the  month  of  April  the  whole  of  the  63  houses  on  the 
Lower  Parade  were  visited.  In  29  cases,  the  premises  were 
occupied,  and  only  in  four  other  instances  were  the  officers  unable 
to  gain  access.  All  the  sanitary  conditions  were  carefully  enquired 
into,  and  various  defects  discovered  to  exist  in  connection  therewith. 
Some  10  notices  were  subsequently  served  on  their  respective  owners, 
to  remedy  the  insanitary  conditions,  and  the  works  were  carried  out 
in  due  course. 


Sanitary  Inspection  of  Schools  and  Other 

Public  Buildings. 

Frequent  visits  have  been  paid  during  the  year  to  all  the  Public 
Elementary  Schools  in  the  district,  with  a  view  to  examining  the 
conditions  in  connection  with  the  conveniences.  During  the 
periodical  flushing  the  drains  have  been  occasionally  found  to  be 
choked.  Where  possible  these  were  cleared  by  the  Department’s 
own  men  at  the  time,  by  means  of  the  Patent  Plungers.  In  the 
remaining  instances  communications  have  been  sent  to  the  Managers 
calling  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  drains  were  choked.

British  Schools,  Rake  Lane. 

Owing  to  the  frequently  choked  condition  of  the  surface 
drains  in  connection  with  the  play-yard  of  these  schools,  an  examina¬ 
tion  was  made,  defective  conditions  being  discovered.  The  necessary 
work  of  repair  has  been  carried  out,  and  no  further  trouble  has  been 
experienced. 

High  School  for  Boys,  New  Brighton. 

The  main  drains  attached  to  these  premises  have  been  laid  bare 
and  improved  connections  made  with  the  Council’s  sewer  passing 
under  Victoria  Road. 

SS.  Peter  and  Paul,  New  Brighton. 

A  considerable  amount  of  work  has  been  carried  out  in  connection 
with  the  drainage  systems  attached  to  these  schools  during  the 
past  year. 

Wallasey  Girls’  School,  School  Lane. 

The  drains  attached  to  these  schools  have  been  specially  flushed 
and  disinfected  during  the  year,  and  several  sanitary  defects  in 
connection  therewith  remedied. 

Elleray  Park  School,  Wallasey. 

The  drains  and  sanitary  fittings  attached  to  these  schools  were 
very  carefully  examined  and  tested  during  the  year.  Several  defects 
were  discovered  in  connection  therewith.  Since  communicating 
with  the  owner,  the  whole  of  the  system  in  connection  with  the 
original  building  has  been  taken  up  and  relaid.  Inspection  man¬ 
holes  have  been  provided,  and  the  entire  system  has  been  specially 
disconnected  from  the  main  drain  and  ventilated.  In  addition, 
the  main  drain  has  also  been  disconnected  from  the  public  sewer, 
and  a  special  shaft  erected  for  ventilation  purposes. 

Liscard  High  School  for  Boys,  Sea  Bank  Road. 

During  the  year  a  considerable  amount  of  work  has  been 
effected  in  connection  with  the  sanitary  arrangements  attached  to 
this  school.  The  lavatory  fittings  and  apartments  have  been 
altered  and  improved.  A  portion  of  the  yard  surface  has  been 
asphalted,  and  additional  means  provided  for  drainage. 
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St.  Barnabas’  Home,  Montpellier  Crescent. 

The  drains  and  sanitary  fittings  attached  to  this  Home  have 
been  examined  during  the  year,  several  defective  conditions  being 
found  to  exist  in  connection  therewith.  A  considerable  portion 
of  the  drainage  system  was  re-modelled,  and  several  sanitary  fittings 
in  connection  therewith  have  been  improved. 

Convalescent  Home,  New  Brighton. 

The  sanitary  arrangements  attached  to  the  various  buildings 
have  been  examined  during  the  year,  and  found  to  be  in 
satisfactory  working  order. 


Inspection  of  Licensed  Premises. 

Cheshire  Cheese  Inn,  Wallasey. 

An  old  well  in  the  basement  of  these  premises  has  been  dis¬ 
covered,  containing  a  considerable  quantity  of  very  offensive  water. 
The  contents  were  subsequently  removed,  and  the  opening  filled 
with  dry  rubble  and  lime. 

Royal  Oak  Inn,  Oakdale  Road. 

Considerable  improvements  have  been  effected  in  connection 
with  the  drainage  system  of  these  premises  during  the  past  year. 

Tower  Hotel,  Liscard  Road. 

The  drainage  system  in  connection  with  these  premises  has  been 
re-laid  during  the  recent  alterations. 

Sub-let  House  Inspection. 

Under  the  Bye-laws  made  by  the  Council  with  respect  to  houses 
let  in  lodgings,  or  occupied  by  members  of  more  than  one  family,  the 
occupier  of  the  premises  is  not  permitted  to  allow  a  greater  number 
of  persons  to  inhabit  a  room  for  living  or  sleeping  purposes  ex¬ 
clusively  than  will  admit  of  the  provision  of  300  cubic  feet  of  free 
air  space  for  each  person  above  the  age  of  10  years,  and  in  the  case 
of  an  apartment  used  for  living  and  sleeping  purposes,  than  will 
admit  of  the  provision  of  400  cubic  feet  of  free  air  space  for  each

Special  provision  is  also  made  for  ventilation, 
adequate  sanitary  arrangements  and  the  weekly  washing  of  floors, 
passages  and  staircases.  In  the  month  of  May  in  each  year,  the 
walls,  rooms  and  passages  have  to  be  thoroughly  lime- washed. 

Practically  the  only  houses  exempted  under  the  Bye-laws  are 
those  where  the  rateable  value  exceeds  £25,  and  the  rent  paid  by  any 
lodger  exclusive  of  any  charge  for  the  use  of  furniture  is  not  less  than 
10/-  per  week,  or  where  the  rent  paid  by  such  lodger  inclusive  of  the 
use  of  furniture  is  not  less  than  20/-. 

There  are  57  duly  registered  sub-let  houses. 

Particular  attention  has  been  given  to  the  sub-let  houses  situated 
in  Havelock  Street,  Brighton  Place  and  Wheatland  Lane  (South), 
Seacombe,  as  this  class  of  dwelling  needs  what  may  be  practically 
termed  constant  supervision. 

17  houses  have  been  removed  from  the  Register,  as  they  are 
now  no  longer  used  for  sub-let  purposes. 

14  houses  have  been  added  to  the  Register,  as  the  manner 
in  which  the  respective  premises  are  now  utilized  has  brought  them 
within  the  scope  of  the  Bye-laws. 

During  the  year  1,007  visits  have  been  paid,  in  order  to  see  that 
the  premises  were  conducted  in  a  proper  manner  and  as  required 
under  the  Regulations.  This  represents  an  increase  of  95  visits 
over  those  for  1904. 


7,  Brighton  Place. 

The  occupant  of  a  room  in  No.  7,  Brighton  Place,  was  found 
early  in  the  year,  contravening  Sections  28  and  30  of  the  Council’s 
Bye-laws  with  respect  to  Sub-let  houses,  by  failing  to  cleanse  the 
floors  for  a  period  of  three  weeks.  Notices  were  served  in  the  usual 
course,  and  ultimately  these  were  complied  with. 
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At  a  later  period  the  offence  was  renewed,  and  after  tlie  usual 
notices  had  been  issued,  without,  however,  any  satisfactory  result, 
your  Committee  ordered  legal  proceedings  to  be  instituted.  The 
occupant  having  in  the  meantime  carried  out  the  cleansing  required, 
the  case  was  withdrawn. 

Midnight  Inspection  of  Sub-let  Houses. 

A  systematic  inspection  of  sub-let  houses  in  the  district  has 
been  made  at  various  periods  during  the  year  at  midnight. 

On  visiting  a  number  of  sub-let  houses  in  the  neighbourhood 
of  Grosvenor  Hoad,  and  Hope  Street,  New  Brighton,  on  the  27th 
of  May,  slight  overcrowding  was  found  in  two  instances  only. 

One  bedroom  at  a  house  in  Hope  Street,  was  found  occupied 
by  a  man,  his  wife  and  seven  children.  This  room  had  a  capacity 
of  1,203  cubic  feet,  and  at  the  rate  of  300  cubic  feet  for  each  person, 
had  accommodation  for  four  adults  only.  A  room  on  the  first 
floor  was  found  unoccupied,  and  arrangements  were  made  with  the 
tenant  for  the  transference  of  the  three  children  to  this  apartment. 
Under  these  circumstances,  your  Committee  decided  to  take  no 
further  steps  in  the  matter. 

A  room  in  a  house  in  Grosvenor  Road,  was  found  to  be  occupied 
for  sleeping  purposes  by  two  children.  At  the  time  of  inspection, 
it  was  ascertained  that  the  parents  also  occupied  the  same  room. 
The  cubic  capacity  of  this  room  was  barely  sufficient  for  the 
accommodation  of  two  adult  persons  (■ i.e .  550  feet).  In  considera¬ 
tion  of  immediate  steps  having  been  taken  to  remedy  these  conditions 
no  proceedings  were  taken. 

2  and  4,  Brighton  Place. 

The  second  floor  back  room  of  the  house  No.  2,  Brighton  Place, 
was  found  on  one  occasion  during  the  year,  to  be  occupied  by  two 
children  over  ten  years  of  age,  in  excess  of  the  number  allowed. 

Similar  conditions  were  also  found  to  exist  about  the  same 
time  in  connection  with  the  premises  adjoining,  namely,  No.  4. 
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The  parents  in  both  cases  were  requested  to  provide  other 
accommodation.  This  they  subsequently  did,  the  overcrowding 
being  abated  in  consequence. 

33,  Hope  Street. 

In  connection  with  the  midnight  inspections  paid  during  the 
early  part  of  August,  to  sub-let  houses  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Hope 
Street  and  Catherine  Street,  New  Brighton,  one  case  only  of  slight 
overcrowding  was  found  to  exist.  This  was  at  33,  Hope  Street. 
One  bedroom  was  found  to  be  occupied  by  three  children,  aged 
eleven,  twelve  and  four  years  respectively.  The  room  had  a  capacity 
of  300  cubic  feet  only,  and  was  therefore,  overcrowded  to  the  extent 
of  one  child.  There  was  however,  ample  room  on  the  premises 
for  a  more  even  distribution  of  the  occupants.  Two  of  the  children 
were  therefore  removed  to  other  apartments,  and  the  overcrowding 
was  abated. 


4,  Brighton  Place. 

The  first  floor  front  room  of  this  house  was  found  early  in  the 
year  to  be  occupied  by  a  man,  his  wife  and  eight  children,  the  ages 
of  the  latter  varying  from  two  to  twelve  years.  The  room  was  used 
for  living  and  sleeping  purposes,  and  had  a  cubical  capacity  of  1,165 
feet.  This  would  practically  give  accommodation  for  three  statutory 
persons.  Overcrowding  therefore  existed  in  this  room  to  the  extent 
of  four  persons.  The  usual  notices  were  issued,  and  the  occupants 
removed  to  more  ‘suitable  premises. 

8,  Brighton  Place. 

A  room  on  the  second  door  of  8,  Brighton  Place,  was  found  in 
the  occupation  of  a  man,  his  wife,  and  three  children,  the  ages  of 
the  latter  being  three,  three  and  one  respectively.  The  cubical 
capacity  of  the  room  was  1,256  feet.  As  this  apartment  was  used 
for  living  and  sleeping  purposes  it  was  practically  144  cubic  feet 
short  of  that  required  by  the  Bye-laws.  In  this  case  a  verbal  request 
was  made  on  the  occupier  for  the  removal  of  one  of  the  children  to 
an  adjoining  room.

15,  Tabor  Street. 

The  second  floor  front  room  was  found  occupied  by  a  woman 
and  seven  children,  aged  fourteen,  twelve,  ten,  nine,  seven,  five  and 
two  years  respectively.  The  capacity  of  the  room  is  1,400  cubic  feet, 
and  the  number  of  occupants  is  equal  to  six  adults  under  the  Bye¬ 
laws,  requiring  1,800  cubic  feet  of  air  space.  The  room  was  there¬ 
fore  overcrowded  to  the  extent  of  two  children.  The  usual  notice 
was  given  to  the  occupier,  who  provided  other  rooms  for  the  children. 


41,  Burnaby  Street. 

On  visiting  a  house  in  Burnaby  Street,  at  11-30  p.m.  on  the 
29th  November,  the  house  was  found  overcrowded,  although  the 
occupants  had  not  retired  to  rest.  On  re-visiting  at  12-30  a.m.  the 
first  floor  was  found  to  be  occupied  by  two  men,  a  woman  and  three 
children.  The  cubical  contents  of  this  apartment  was  800  cubic 
feet,  and  was  sufficient  only  for  the  accommodation  of  two  adults 
and  one  child.  Overcrowding  therefore  existed  to  the  extent  of 
two  adults. 

The  second  room  was  occupied  by  two  women,  a  girl  aged 
thirteen,  and  two  children  aged  two  and  three  years.  The  apart¬ 
ment  has  a  cubical  capacity  of  825  feet,  and  according  to  the  Bye¬ 
laws  was  sufficient  to  accommodate  two  adults  and  one  child  only. 
Overcrowding  therefore  existed  to  the  extent  of  one  adult  and  one 
child. 

The  tenant  of  this  house  had  been  warned  on  several  occasions 
when  overcrowding  had  apparently  existed.  He  was,  therefore, 
well  aware  of  the  Local  Authority’s  requirements,  as  the  number  of 
persons  each  room  is  capable  of  accommodating  is  set  forth  on  labels 
attached  to  the  backs  of  the  room  doors.  In  this  case  your 
Committee  decided  to  lay  an  information,  and  at  a  subsequent 
hearing  at  the  Liscard  Police  Court,  the  tenant  was  fined  1/-  and 
8/6  costs. 
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Common  Lodging-House. 

Visits  of  inspection  have  practically  been  paid  every  week 
during  the  past  year,  to  the  common  lodging-house,  156,  Wheatland 
Lane,  Seacombe,  and  the  Bye-laws  with  respect  to  cleansing,  lime¬ 
washing,  etc.,  have  been  found  to  be  complied  with.  The  house 
has  also  been  frequently  visited  at  midnight  throughout  the  year, 
and  has  always  been  found  to  be  conducted  in  a  most  satisfactory 
manner. 


Insanitary  Property. 

Premises  Closed  as  Unfit  for  Human  Habitation. 

The  following  is  a  list  of  the  houses  that  have  been  dealt  with 
during  the  past  few  years  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  under 
Section  32  of  the  “Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act,  1890.”  It  will 
be  noticed  from  the  list  that  a  considerable  improvement  has  been 
effected  during  the  past  year.  In  several  instances  the  Sanitary  work 
has  been  satisfactorily  completed,  and  the  Certificates  as  to  unfitness 
for  human  habitation  subsequently  withdrawn. 

Nos.  1  to  25,  Burnaby  Street,  Egremont.  (These  houses  are  still 
being  used  for  stores  and  workshop  purposes.) 

No.  10a,  Mersey  Cottages,  Mersey  Street,  Seacombe.  (This  cottage 
is  also  still  unoccupied.) 

Nos.  1,  2,  3,  Smithy  Cottages,  Smithy  Lane,  Liscard.  (This  property 
is  still  unoccupied.  No.  1  is  used  for  workshop  purposes.) 

The  Cottage,  Townfield  Lane,  Liscard.  (On  making  an  inspection 
it  was  found  that  the  premises  were  in  such  a  damp  and 
insanitary  condition  as  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation. 
The  owner  was  communicated  with,  and  subsequently  the 
whole  of  the  works  required  were  carried  out.) 

Following  notices,  issued  some  time  ago,  the  undermentioned 
houses  are  not  now  used  for  dwelling  purposes  : — 

No.  1,  Back  King  Street,  Egremont.  (Still  used  for  workshop 
purposes.) 
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Chadderton’s  Cottage,  Union  Street,  Egremont.  (This  latter  house 
was  found  on  inspection  to  be  in  such  a  defective  condition 
as  to  render  it  entirely  unfit  for  human  habitation.  In 
consequence,  notices  were  served  on  the  owners,  and  as  the 
necessary  works  were  not  carried  out,  the  premises  were 
subsequently  closed. 

May  Place,  Victoria  Road,  Seacombe,  and  Back  Willow  Cottages, 
Victoria  Road,  Seacombe.  (These  courts  have  been 
thoroughly  lime-washed  during  the  past  year.) 

Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act,  1885. 

Tents,  Vans,  and  Sheds  used  for  Human  Habitation. 

During  the  past  twelve  months,  69  visits  have  been  paid  to 
caravans  situated  in  various  parts  of  the  district.  These  vans 
have  been  found  to  be  kept  in  a  cleanly  condition.  No  case  of 
infectious  disease  has  occurred  amongst  any  of  the  inmates,  and 
practically,  there  has  been  very  little  to  which  objection  could  be 
raised  by  the  officers  of  this  Department. 

Several  complaints  were  received  as  to  the  conduct  of  the 
gypsies  who  were  encamped  on  a  field  off  Poulton  Road.  Frequent 
visits  of  inspection  were  made  to  the  vans  and  tents,  but  no  nuisances 
were  discovered  with  which  this  Department  could  deal.  The 
police  were  notified,  and  the  owner  communicated  with.  Subse¬ 
quently  the  gypsies  were  compelled  to  leave  the  district. 


Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1890. 

Sanitary  Conveniences  used  in  Common. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  cc  Public  Health  Acts 
Amendment  Act,  1890,”  2,613  visits  have  been  paid  with  respect  to 
nil  sanitary  conveniences  used  in  common  by  the  occupiers  of  two  or 
more  separate  dwellings  or  by  other  persons.  In  many  instances  it 
has  been  found  necessary  to  issue  Preliminary  Notices  to  carry  out 
the  cleansing  required.  The  localities  of  these  particular  con¬ 
veniences  are  as  under 
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Nos.  13  to  25,  Mersey  Street .  6  w.-cs.

During  the  year  these  shelters  have  been  kept  under  observation, 
and  in  many  instances  the  men  have  been  requested  to  keep  the  same 
in  a  cleanly  condition. 


Infectious  Diseases. 


Infectious  Disease  (Notification)  Act,  1899. 


Procedure  on 
notifications. 


533  cases  of  infectious  disease  have  been  notified  during  the  past 
year.  Enquiries  were  made  immediately  on  receipt  of  the  notifica¬ 
tion  ;  the  sanitary  arrangements  and  surrounding  conditions  have 
been  carefully  inspected  and  examined,  and  every  possible  enquiry 
made  in  order  to  ascertain,  if  possible,  the  source  of  infection.  The 
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milk  supplies,  schools  attended,  places  of  employment,  and  methods 
of  isolation  have  in  each  case  been  specially  dealt  with.  Prompt 
intimation  has,  in  57  cases,  been  given  to  the  head  teachers  of  all 
private  schools  where  members  of  the  household  have  been  allowed 
to  continue  attendance  without  having  previously  obtained  a  medical 
certificate.  Notifications  have  also  been  forwarded  to  the  Education 
Department.  321  such  intimations  have  been  issued. 

The  Chief  Librarian  has  also  been  advised  as  to  the  existence 
of  infectious  diseases  at  various  parts  of  the  district.  All  books 
belonging  to  the  Free,  and  also  to  the  various  Private  Libraries, 
have  been  obtained  from  the  occupiers  of  houses  by  the  District 
Inspectors  on  their  visits  of  enquiry,  following  the  notification  of 
infectious  diseases  thereat.  These  books  have  subsequently  been 
carefully  treated  by  means  of  Formic  Aldehyde  in  special  chambers 
designed  and  constructed  by  me.  Some  270  books  from  the  various 
libraries  have  been  successfully  dealt  with  in  this  way.  In  these 
same  apparatuses  a  large  number  of  miscellaneous  articles,  including 
legal  documents,  letters,  stamps,  photographs,  valuable  silk  dresses, 
cheque-books,  etc.,  etc.,  have  been  satisfactorily  dealt  with,  which 
could  not  otherwise  have  been  disinfected  without  sustaining 
injury. 

The  drains  and  sanitary  fittings  of  all  houses  at  which  cases  of 
infectious  disease  have  been  notified  are  carefully  examined  and 
tested.  In  many  cases  the  walls  and  ceilings  of  sick  rooms  have  been 
stripped  and  cleaned  in  accordance  with  the  Medical  Certificate. 
Detailed  reports  in  all  cases  have  been  forwarded  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  and  in  all  notified  cases  of  infectious  disease  the 
house  drains  have  been  thoroughly  flushed  and  disinfected.  Where 
patients  have  been  treated  at  home  the  drains  have  been  repeatedly 
flushed  and  disinfected.  Immediate  intimation  is  given  to  the 
occupier  of  each  house  where  cases  are  notified  as  to  the  existence 
of  the  disease  and  the  measures  to  be  adopted  to  prevent  its  spread. 
Disinfectants  are  supplied  to  those  persons  unable  to  purchase  them. 

Where  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  have  occurred,  and  the  walls  and 
ceilings  of  the  sick  room  have  been  found  at  the  time  of  the  Inspector’s 
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Special 

flushing. 


visit  to  be  in  a  dirty  and  dilapidated  condition,  notices  have  been 
served,  requiring  stripping,  cleansing,  and  lime-washing  or  re¬ 
papering.  This  is,  of  course,  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  disin¬ 
fection  of  the  room  and  contents  by  means  of  sulphurous  acid  gas. 

In  203  cases  the  paper  coverings  have  been  removed  from  the 
walls  of  the  infected  apartments  by  our  own  men,  and  destroyed  at 
the  Gorsey  Lane  Depot,  having  been  previously  carefully  disinfected 
by  means  of  Formic  Aldehyde. 

The  work  of  special  flushing  in  connection  with  infectious  disease 
is  as  referred  to  in  that  portion  of  the  report  dealing  with  the  flushing 
of  house  drains  and  sanitary  fittings. 
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In  several  instances  where  cases  of  infectious  disease  have  not 
been  removed  to  Mill  Lane  Hospital,  the  children  have  been  kept 
under  observation  by  the  District  Inspectors  from  the  date  of  notifica¬ 
tion  until  the  recovery  of  the  patient. 


Notifications  from  Port  Sanitary  Authority. 

In  all  cases  where  notifications  have  been  received  from  the 
Port  Sanitary  Authority  as  to  persons  having  left  infected  vessels 
with  the  intention  of  proceeding  to  this  district,  prompt  enquiries 
have  been  made  at  the  addresses  given.  In  each  instance  the  persons 
named  have  been  found  at  the  time  of  the  visit,  and  subsequently, 
to  be  in  good  health,  and  in  no  case  was  infection  contracted.  173 
such  visits  were  paid  during  the  year. 


Smallpox. 

A  large  number  of  persons  residing  in  this  district,  and  having 
been  in  contact  with  cases  of  Smallpox  occurring  in  other  districts, 
or  on  vessels  arriving  in  the  port,  have  also  been  visited  daily.  So  far, 
however,  I  am  glad  to  say  that  no  actual  case  of  Smallpox  has  re¬ 
sulted  in  this  connection.  In  one  instance,  a  local  resident 
reported  as  a  contact  with  a  case  of  Smallpox  on  board  ship,  after¬ 
wards  contracted  the  disease.  The  patient,  however,  had  not 
returned  to  this  district  at  the  time  of  sickness,  being  isolated  in 
the  South  of  England. 
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In  almost  every  instance  I  have  been  successful  in  inducing 
persons  who  have  been  in  contact  with  Smallpox  to  submit  to 
re-vaccination. 


Public  Health  Act,  1875. 

Disinfection. 

The  usual  prompt  measures  have  been  adopted  during  the  past 
year  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infectious  disease  by  the  immediate  re¬ 
moval  and  disinfection  of  infected  articles,  bedding,  clothing,  etc.,  to 
the  Mill  Lane  Disinfecting  Station.  Disinfection  has  not  only  been 
carried  out  on  the  removal  of  patients  to  Mill  Lane  Hospital,  or 
where  cases  have  been  isolated  at  home,  but  also  on  the  receipt  of  all 
requests  from  Medical  Attendants.

Special  Disinfection. 

In  20  instances  rooms  have  been  specially  disinfected  with 
Formic  Aldehyde  gas  produced  by  means  of  the  Sanitary  Regenerator. 
Very  satisfactory  results  have  been  obtained  by  the  use  of  the 
apparatus.  The  objectionable  sulphurous  odour  noticeable  in  rooms 
for  so  long  after  disinfection  in  the  ordinary  way  does  not  exist  when 
Formic  Aldehyde  is  used  for  the  purpose. 

At  the  request  of  Medical  Attendants,  disinfection  of  rooms  and 
clothing  has  followed  in  connection  with  many  cases  of  Phthisis. 

Three  classrooms  in  connection  with  one  of  the  Public  Elemen¬ 
tary  Schools,  situate  in  Upper  Brighton,  have  been  specially  disin¬ 
fected  during  the  past  year,  following  the  notification  of  Scarlatina 
amongst  the  Scholars. 
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A  classroom  in  connection  with  an  Elementary  School  at 
Seacombe  was  also  specially  disinfected  after  Scarlatina  amongst 
certain  of  the  scholars. 

During  the  year  seven  cabs  have  been  disinfected,  it  having 
been  found  on  visiting  houses  were  infectious  sickness  had  been 
notified  that  patients  had  been  conveyed  therein  prior  to  the  disease 
being  discovered.  As  an  instance  of  this,  I  may  state  that  in 
connection  with  a  case  of  Scarlatina  notified  in  the  neighbourhood 
of  Wallasey,  it  was  found  that  a  few  days  prior  to  the  notification 
the  patient  had  been  conveyed  in  a  cab  from  Seacombe  Ferry. 
It  was  deemed  advisable  to  trace  the  cab  and  to  disinfect  it.  This 
was  promptly  done,  and  disinfection  was  carried  out  by  means  of 
Formic  Aldehyde. 

On  making  the  customary  enquiries  in  connection  with  a  case 
of  Scarlatina  in  Seacombe,  the  officer  found  that  the  family  had 
removed  from  another  address  two  or  three  days  prior  to  the 
notification.  Information  was  ascertained  as  to  the  furniture  vans 
used  ;  and  under  the  circumstances  it  was  considered  desirable 
that  these  be  disinfected,  the  work  being  carried  out  promptly  by 
the  Department. 

At  No.  8,  Brighton  Place,  the  bedding  and  coverings  were  found 
to  be  in  such  an  objectionable  condition  that  it  was  deemed  necessary 
to  remove  and  destroy  them. 

Several  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  having  occurred  in  the  neigh¬ 
bourhood  of  Lily  Grove,  Tulip  Grove  and  Wheatland  Lane, 
Seacombe,  during  the  latter  part  of  September,  a  special  house-to- 
house  visitation  was  made  in  that  locality.  Various  insanitary 
conditions  were  found,  including  defective  yard  surfaces,  etc.,  but 
no  serious  defects  were  discovered  in  connection  with  the  drainage 
system  of  the  various  properties  dealt  with.  Careful  enquiries  were 
also  made  with  regard  to  the  milk  supply,  and  particulars  ascertained 
as  to  the  various  sources  from  which  the  milk  used  by  the  various 
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persons  affected  had  been  obtained.  The  whole  of  the  drainage 
systems  attached  to  the  various  properties  erected  in  the  immediate 
neighbourhood  were  specially  flushed  and  disinfected.  Disinfectants 
were  also  freely  distributed  to  the  occupiers  of  each  house.  Subse¬ 
quently  some  24  rooms  were  entirely  stripped  and  cleaned  by  the 
Department’s  own  men. 

In  one  instance  (in  connection  with  a  house  in  Wheatland 
Lane)  a  bed  and  two  mattresses  were  removed  and  destroyed. 


Midwives  Act,  1902. 

63  visits  of  enquiry  have  been  made  during  the  past  year  with 
regard  to  the  registration  of  midwives  under  the  above  Act. 


Flushing  and  Disinfecting  of  Drains. 

Ordinary  House-to-House  Flushing. 

The  flushing  gangs  have  practically  been  kept  at  constant  work 
throughout  the  year.  The  drains,  etc.,  attached  to  each  house 
erected  in  the  district  have  been  flushed  at  least  twice  within  the 
past  twelve  months.  Disinfectants  are  freely  used  in  connection 
with  this  work,  especially  during  the  summer  months,  the  external 
sanitary  fittings  being  thoroughly  disinfected  after  completion  of 
the  ordinary  flushing. 

In  3,059  cases  the  drains,  etc.,  have  been  found  to  be  in  a  choked 
condition,  and  in  2,734  of  these  instances  the  obstructions  were 
succesfully  dealt  with  by  the  flushers  at  the  time  of  visitation.  In 
the  remaining  cases  the  defects  discovered  have  been  referred  to  the 
District  Inspectors,  who  subsequently  visited  the  premises  and 
issued  the  usual  preliminary  notices  for  the  abatement  of  the 
nuisances. 

The  men  are  provided  with  oilskins,  overalls,  caps,  boots,  etc., 
and  the  equipment  is  kept  well  up  to  date.

1885  and  1886. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  Inspection. 

Under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  Orders  of  1885,  no 
person  is  allowed  to  carry  on  the  trade  of  a  cowkeeper  unless  he  is  duly 
registered  by  the  Local  Authority,  and  has  provided  for  the  sanitary 
state  of  all  dairies  and  milkshops  in  his  occupation,  under  a  penalty 
of  £5. 

In  accordance  with  the  Regulations  made  by  the  Council  under 
the  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  Orders  of  1885  and  1886,  800 
cubic  feet  of  free  air  space  is  required  for  each  cow.  Proper  and 
suitable  means  of  lighting,  ventilation,  drainage,  water  supply,  etc., 
must  be  provided,  and  the  lime-washing  of  roof  and  walls  must  be 
carried  out  during  the  months  of  May  and  October. 

The  same  provisions  apply  in  so  far  as  refers  to  milkstores  and 
milkshops,  with  an  additional  provision  with  respect  to  the  giving  of 
notice  in  the  case  of  the  existence  of  infectious  disease  to  the  Local 
Authority,  and  the  cleansing  of  milk  vessels.  Milkshops  and  milk- 
stores  are  required  to  be  lime-whited  or  otherwise  cleansed  in  the 
months  of  February,  June  and  October. 

There  are  now  on  the  Register  17  cowkeepers  and  106  dairymen 
and  purveyors  of  milk,  occupying  in  the  aggregate  34  cowsheds  and  1 10 
dairies,  milkshops  and  milkstores.  1  cowkeeper  and  20  purveyors  of 
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milk  have  discontinued  business  during  the  year,  and  applications 
have  been  received  for  the  registration  of  1  cowkeeper,  and  25 
purveyors  of  milk. 

In  all  cases  of  new  Registrations,  the  premises  proposed  to  be 
utilised  have  been  visited,  in  order  to  see  that  they  were  suitable  for 
the  purpose  intended. 

426  visits  have  been  paid  to  the  various  cowsheds,  and  398  to  the 
milkshops,  milkstores,  and  dairies  throughout  the  district,  in  order  to 
ascertain  whether  the  provisions  of  the  above  Act  and  Orders  were 
being  complied  with  respecting  lighting,  ventilation,  air  space, 
cleansing,  drainage,  water  supply,  precautions  against  infection,  etc. 

Circulars  have  been  periodically  issued  to  all  cowkeepers  and 
purveyors  of  milk,  reminding  them  of  the  Regulations  respecting 
lime-washing,  lighting,  ventilation,  cleansing,  drainage,  water  supply, 
etc.  In  no  case  has  it  been  found  necessary  to  resort  to  legal 
proceedings  to  enforce  the  Regulations  made  by  the  Council  under  the 
Dairies  and  Cowsheds  Order  with  respect  to  these  trades. 

Overcrowding  of  Cowsheds. 

In  connection  with  the  systematic  inspection  of  Cowsheds  situate 
in  various  parts  of  the  district,  it  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  no  serious 
cases  of  overcrowding  were  found  during  the  past  twelve  months.  The 
Inspector  who  has  charge  of  this  particular  work  did  find,  however, 
on  several  occasions,  some  instances  of  slight  overcrowding,  chiefly 
of  a  temporary  nature.  On  an  intimation  being  given  by  the  officer 
to  the  cowkeeper,  the  cattle  in  excess  were  immediately  transferred 
to  other  shippons.  There  was,  therefore,  no  necessity  to  serve  notices 
or  to  take  legal  proceedings  in  any  case. 

At  a  certain  farm  situate  in  Limekiln  Lane,  Poulton,  the  Dairies, 
Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  Orders  were  found  to  have  been  contra¬ 
vened,  the  occupier  not  being  duly  registered  by  the  Local  Authority. 
The  usual  notice  was  issued  in  this  case,  and  the  cowkeeper  subse¬ 
quently  applied  for  registration  on  the  proper  form.

Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901. 

Inspection  of  Workshops. 

There  are  at  present  on  the  Register,  186  Workshops.  During 
the  year  there  have  been  added  18  new  Workshops,  and  5  have  been 
discontinued. 

480  visits  have  been  made,  entailing  the  inspection  of  354 
rooms,  and  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  issue  15  preliminary 
notices  in  respect  of  : — 

29  Structural  Defects. 

23  Cases  requiring  Cleansing  of  Walls  and  Ceilings. 

1  Case  of  Overcrowding. 

Of  the  total  number  of  workrooms  above  mentioned,  92  are  bake 
houses,  i.e.,  workshops  either  connected  solely  with  the  business  of 
baking  bread,  with  the  production  of  both  bread  and  confectionery, 
or  confectionery  alone. 

In  11  instances  it  was  found  that  protected  persons  were 
employed  without  the  proprietor  exhibiting  an  Abstract,  as  required  ; 
and  in  each  instance  His  Majesty’s  Inspector  has  been  advised  of  the 
contravention. 

Four  intimations  have  been  received  during  the  year  from  other 
Authorities  with  respect  to  20  persons  residing  in  this  district  who 
are  engaged  as  outworkers.  The  sanitary  arrangements  of  the 
premises  have  been  carefully  enquired  into,  and  where  defective 
conditions  have  been  found  to  exist,  the  usual  notices  have  been 
issued.  In  the  majority  of  cases  dealt  with  in  this  way,  it  was  found 
that  the  persons  referred  to  merely  brought  work  to  their  own  home 
for  execution.  Two  intimations  of  a  like  nature  have  been  forwarded 
to  other  Authorities. 

On  visiting  a  workshop  belonging  to  a  milliner  in  the  neighbour¬ 
hood  of  Martin’s  Lane,  Discard,  it  was  found  occupied  by  7  persons, 
the  room  having  a  capacity  of  742  cubic  feet,  and  therefore  sufficient 
for  two  workers  only.  This  was  a  direct  contravention  of  Section 
III  of  the  Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901,  and  as  the  occupier 
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had  been  warned  on  a  previous  occasion  as  to  allowing  her  workshop 
to  be  overcrowded,  your  Committee  decided  to  serve  her  with 
written  notice  to  diminish  the  number  of  occupants.  Within  the 
time,  however,  which  had  elapsed  between  the  detection  of  the 
contravention  and  the  meeting  of  the  Health  Committee,  at  which 
she  was  reported,  arrangements  had  been  made  to  use  a  larger  room. 
In  consideration  of  the  prompt  means  adopted  to  comply  with  the 
requirements,  it  was  not  deemed  necessary  to  take  further  pro¬ 
ceedings. 

A  case  of  infectious  disease  having  been  notified  at  premises 
wherein  dressmaking  operations  were  carried  out,  immediate  steps 
were  taken  to  have  the  workrooms  thoroughly  disinfected,  together 
with  all  articles  of  wearing  apparel  then  in  process  of  making  or 
finishing.  On  account  of  the  delicate  nature  of  some  of  the  fabrics, 
the  workrooms  were  fumigated  with  Formic  Aldehyde  gas,  and  left 
closed  for  a  period  of  24  hours.  No  new  work  was  brought  on  to 
the  premises  for  fourteen  days  from  the  date  of  notification  and 
removal  of  the  patient  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

In  another  case  where  infectious  disease  was  reported,  similar 
steps  were  taken  with  regard  to  disinfection,  etc.,  and  the  workroom 
walls  were  subsequently  thoroughly  stripped  and  cleansed. 

Underground  Bakehouses. 

Included  in  the  92  bakehouses  already  mentioned  are  21  under¬ 
ground  premises  registered  during  the  past  year  under  the  section  of 
the  Act  dealing  therewith.  In  all  instances  the  premises  have  been 
kept  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

Of  the  18  Laundry  establishments  in  this  district  coming  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Council’s  inspection,  two  were  found  to  have 
insufficient  floors  in  connection  with  the  washing  apartments.  On 
notice  being  sent  to  the  proprietors  the  necessary  remedial  works 
and  provision  for  adequate  means  of  drainage  were  promptly 
carried  out.

100  of  the  Workshops  on  the  Register  in  which  female  labour  is 
employed,  have  been  visited  by  the  Female  Sanitary  Inspector. 
These  workshops  comprise  278  rooms,  275  of  which  were  found  in  a 
clean  condition  at  the  time  of  inspection.  The  remaining  3  were 
discovered  to  be  somewhat  dirty  ;  verbal  notices  to  clean  were  given, 
resulting  in  the  necessary  cleansing  being  effected.  One  case  of 
female  overcrowding  was  discovered,  and  this  was  subsequently 
abated. 

Where  the  requisite  notices  have  not  been  exhibited  in  the 
workrooms,  intimations  to  the  number  of  11  have  been  sent  to  His 
Majesty’s  Inspector  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Factory  Act.  One  intimation  has  also  been  received  from  that 
official  with  regard  to  insufficient  lavatory  accommodation  in  a 
Factory  within  this  district.

Knackers’  Licence. 

Following  several  sanitary  alterations,  Messrs.  Currie,  Rowlands 
and  Company’s  application  for  a  renewal  of  their  licence  to  carry 
on  the  trade  of  a  Knacker,  was  granted  by  your  Committee. 

88  visits  of  inspection  have  been  paid  to  these  premises  during 
the  past  year.  Extensive  alterations  and  improvements  have  been 
recently  made  at  the  Works,  consisting  of  the  removal  of  the  old 
fish-drying  pan  from  No.  1  cupola,  the  site  of  which  has  now  been 
thoroughly  concreted ;  a  new  and  improved  apparatus  fixed  in 
No.  2  cupola,  provided  with  a  steam  fan  extractor  for  the  purpose 
of  removing  the  noxious  fumes  which  are  subsequently  passed 
through  a  specially  erected  condensing  apparatus.  Considerable 
repairs  have  also  been  effected  in  connection  with  the  vat  covers. 
The  usual  lime  washing  of  the  entire  premises  has  been  carried  out, 
and  the  knackers’  yard  has  been  kept  in  a  cleanly  condition. 

Petroleum  Acts,  1871,  1879,  1881, 

Three  applications  have  been  received  during  the  year  for 
permission  to  store  Petrol  at  various  premises  situated  within  the 
district.  Each  application  has  been  specially  enquired  into,  and 
when  suitable  accommodation  for  storage  has  been  provided,  in 
accordance  with  the  suggestions  made  at  the  time  of  visiting  the 
premises,  a  report  to  that  effect  has  been  submitted  to  your 
Committee.  The  construction  of  the  stores  has  been  carried  out 
practically  on  the  same  lines  as  adopted  in  other  districts  where  Petrol 
is  stored,  and  in  each  case  your  Committee  has  subsequently 
granted  the  licence,  subject  to  strict  compliance  with  the  conditions 
enumerated  in  the  report  submitted  in  connection  with  each 
application.  Two  of  the  licencees  have  discontinued  the  business. 

The  11  premises  on  which  Motor-car  Spirit  is  stored  are 
frequently  visited  during  the  year. 

In  connection  with  the  large  quantity  of  Benzoline  allowed  to  be 
stored  at  the  Works  of  the  Gandy  Belt  Manufacturing  Company 
on  certain  land  adjoining  their  premises  in  Wheatland  Lane,

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Seacombe,  frequent  visits  have  been  paid  during  the  year.  The 
shed  has  been  found  to  be  kept  in  a  satisfactory  condition,  and 
well  secured  in  order  to  prevent  unauthorized  persons  from  tampering 
with  the  spirit  stored  therein. 

In  connection  with  the  licence  granted  to  the  Liverpool  Storage 
Company,  Limited,  to  store  Petroleum  at  their  Oil  Depot,  Poulton, 
the  Works  have  been  frequently  inspected,  the  same  conditions 
being  found  to  exist  as  had  been  previously  reported  to  your 
Committee. 

Several  applications  have  been  received  during  the  year  for  a 
renewal  of  the  licences  to  store  Petrol  already  granted  by  your 
Committee. 

In  connection  with  the  application  received  from  Mr.  G.  F. 
Rimmer,  for  the  renewal  of  his  licence  to  store  Petrol  at  his  premises 
“  Hollymount,”  Powson  Street,  New  Brighton,  as  I  pointed  out 
to  your  Committee,  the  Inspector  had  visited  frequently  during 
the  year,  and  had  found  the  premises  to  be  kept  in  a  satisfactory 
condition. 

An  application  was  also  received  from  Messrs.  Hughes  &  Co. 
for  a  licence  to  store  Petrol  at  their  premises,  84,  Brighton  Street, 
Seacombe.  Visits  of  inspection  were  made,  and  ultimately  a 
suitable  iron  receptacle  was  provided  for  the  storage  of  the  spirit- 

Similar  applications  were  received  from  Mr.  H.  E.  Russell, 
of  46,  Wallasey  Road,  for  permission  to  store  36  gallons  of  Petrol, 
and  from  Messrs.  E.  Evans  &  Sons,  for  permission  to  store  16  gallons. 

The  premises  lately  occupied  by  Mr.  Leonard  Weston,  of  the 
London  Cycle  Company,  Brighton  Street,  Seacombe,  have  during 
the  year  been  taken  over  by  Mr.  Tom  Holds  worth.  This  gentleman 
has  applied  for  the  necessary  permission  to  store  Petrol  at  the 
premises  at  the  rear,  viz.  :  No.  4,  Gomer’s  Gardens,  a  licence  for 
which  had  been  previously  given  to  Mr.  Weston.

Every  such  vessel  to  hear  the  words  “  Highly  Inflam¬ 
mable,”  together  with  the  Full  Name  and  Address  of  the 
Vendor,  legibly  stamped  or  marked  thereon ,  or  on  a  Metallic 
or  Enamelled  Label  attached  thereto. 

No  such  vessel  to  exceed  a  capacity  of . Gallons. 

Before  repairs  are  carried  out  to  such  vessels,  the  same 
shall  he  specially  emptied  and  cleansed  of  all  Spirit,  and  all 
dangerous  vapours  are  to  he  removed  therefrom. 

In  opening  or  filling  vessels  no  artificial  light  is  to  he  used 
whatever. 

No  unauthorised  person  is  to  he  allowed  access  to  either 
store  or  vessels  in  which . is  kept. 

It  shall  he  lawful  for  the  Chief  Inspector  or  any  or  either 
of  his  authorised  assistants  at  all  reasonable  hours  to  enter  into 
and  upon  the  said  premises,  and  examine  any  place  whatsoever 

in  ivhich . may  he  deposited,  stored ,  warehoused  or 

kept. 

All  Licences  continue  in  force  for  a  period  of  Twelve 
Months  from  the  date  thereof,  or  until  the  same  shall  become 
void  on  account  of  any  breach,  non- observance  or  non-perform¬ 
ance  of  any  of  the  Conditions  herein  contained,  and  he  revoked 
by  notice  in  writing,  left  by  the  CounciV s  duly  appointed  Officer 
on  the  premises. 

All  communications  with  regard  to  Licences  are  to  he  made 
to  the  Chief  Inspector,  Public  Health  Department, 
Egremont. 
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Canal  Boat  Inspection. 

Canal  Boats  Acts,  1877  and  1884,  and  Local  Government 

Board  Regulations. 

In  accordance  with  the  circular  letter  received  from  the 
Secretary  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  I  have  the  honour  to  lay 
before  your  Committee  my  Sixteenth  Annual  Report  with  regard 
to  the  measures  adopted  during  the  past  year  to  give  effect  to  the 
provisions  of  the  Canal  Boats  Acts,  1877  and  1884,  and  the 
Regulations  of  the  Local  Government  Board  made  thereunder. 

Three  Inspectors  devote  part  of  their  time  to  the  duties  in 
connection  with  the  inspection  of  Canal  Boats,  and  for  this  purpose 
frequent  visits  have  been  paid  to  the  Great  Float  (North  Side),  and 
the  Wallasey  and  Alfred  Docks  and  entrances. 

331  Canal  Boats  have  been  boarded  and  examined  during  the 
year  ending  31st  December,  1905,  as  against  313  for  the  previous 
year  ;  an  increase  of  18. 

The  general  cleanliness  of  the  boats  has  been  well  maintained, 
the  strict  and  systematic  supervision  exercised  over  the  past  few 
years  being  responsible  in  a  large  measure  for  this  satisfactory 
condition. 

25  contraventions  of  the  Canal  Boats  Acts  and  the  Local  Govern¬ 
ment  Regulations  have  been  discovered  during  the  past  year,  and 
16  notices  have  been  served  requiring  the  execution  of  the  necessary 
remedial  works  : — 

(a)  In  no  case  was  a  boat  found  not  to  be  duly  registered. 

( b )  In  no  instance  was  a  notification  of  change  of  master 

received. 

(c)  In  three  cases  the  master  of  the  boat  failed  to  produce 

a  certificate  of  registration. 

( d )  In  nine  cases  the  boats  were  not  properly  lettered,  marked 

and  numbered. 
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(e  &  f)  No  instances  of  overcrowding  have  been  discovered,  each 
boat  generally  carrying  two  men  only. 

(g)  The  boats  have  generally  been  found  in  a  fairly  clean 
condition. 


(h)  In  no  case  was  a  boat  found  insufficiently  ventilated. 

(i)  Twelve  cabins  were  found  requiring  the  renewal  of  the 

internal  painting,  same  not  having  been  executed  for 
a  period  of  three  years. 

(j)  In  one  case  it  was  found  that  a  water  cask  had  not  been 

provided. 

(k)  So  far  as  could  be  ascertained  at  the  time  of  inspection, 

bilge  water  is  removed  every  24  hours. 

(l)  No  case  of  infectious  disease,  so  far  as  could  be  ascer¬ 

tained,  has  occurred  on  any  of  the  boats  inspected. 

(m)  In  no  case  was  the  Inspector  obstructed. 

(n)  The  owner’s  name  and  address  were  found  to  have  been 

properly  entered  on  the  certificate  in  each  case  where 
that  document  was  produced. 

(o)  In  no  instance  was  it  found  that  the  sleeping  berths  were 

unprotected  from  dirt  and  weather. 

(p)  In  no  case  has  it  been  found  necessary  to  resort  to  legal 

proceedings. 

(q)  In  no  case  was  a  boat  carrying  offensive  cargo  found  with 

defective  bulkheads. 


In  those  cases  where  defective  conditions  have  been  discoverd, 
and  notices  served  to  remedy,  detailed  reports  of  the  contra¬ 
ventions  have  been  submitted  to  your  Committee.  Following  these 
reports  it  was  resolved  to  institute  legal  proceedings  in  the  event  of 
the  certificate  attached  to  the  complaint  notes  not  being  returned 
within  a  reasonable  time. 
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Where  owners  have  failed  to  return  the  certificate  within  the 
time  specified,  an  intimation  has  been  sent  drawing  their  attention 
to  the  neglect  to  comply  with  the  Acts,  and  further  intimating  that 
the  proceedings  authorised  by  your  Committee  would  be  commenced 
failing  its  prompt  return. 

A  considerable  amount  of  correspondence  has  of  necessity  passed 
between  the  owners  of  canal  boats  and  myself  during  the  past  year 
with  regard  to  the  notices  issued  by  this  Department. 

Where  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  obtaining  the  prompt 
return  of  the  certificate  attached  to  the  complaint  note,  the  owner 
has,  under  pressure,  had  the  required  works  completed,  and  the 
necessary  document  duly  signed  and  forwarded. 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report,  therefore,  that  during  the  past 
year  I  have  been  successful  in  every  instance  in  securing  owner’s 
compliance  without  in  any  case  having  to  resort  to  legal  proceedings. 

Annual  Visit  of  His  Majesty’s  Inspector. 

In  pursuance  of  instructions  received  from  the  Local  Govern¬ 
ment  Board,  Mr.  Owen  J.  Llewellyn,  His  Majesty’s  Canal  Boat 
Inspector,  visited  the  Department  on  the  19th  January,  1905,  and 
examined  the  various  books,  notices  and  correspondence  in  connection 
with  the  work  required  to  be  carried  out  by  the  Local  Authority 
under  the  Canal  Boats  Acts  and  Local  Government  Board  Begulations 
made  thereunder.  After  Mr.  Llewellyn  had  completed  his  inspection 
he  informed  me  that  he  was  quite  satisfied  with  the  manner  in  which 
the  work  had  been  performed.
